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GOLDEN AGE OF SENEGAMBIA CONSIDERED 


INTER-AFRICAN AFFAIRS

SENEGAL has helped to restore equiiib- 
mum in The Gambia and as we ‘ook 
forward to an era of peace, we may take a 
glance backward at Senegambia cver the 
centuries. Was there ever a golden age 
when the people living between the Seneg- 
al and Gambia nvers enjoyed a long period 
of stability? Perhaps only in the first 
millenium A.D. amongst the population of 
the middle river northwards of Kaur and 
Kuntaur where they smelted iron, forged 
spears and tools, carved rocks and buried 
their dead in the megalithic stone circles 
which they erected round them. They had 
pursued their crafts and their hunting there 
for a thousand years, say from 176 B.C. to 
1,000 A.D., to judge from the carbon 14 
dates of material from the stone circles 
recently published in Research Memoire 
91 of IFAN/DAKAR on the protohistory 
of these parts.* Their culture, their burial 
customs, possibly their religious beliefs, 
which preceded the arrival of Islam and of 
Christianity in the area by many years, 
seem to have spread out centrifugally from 
a point somewhere up the valleys north of 
the Gambia River to the fishermen on the 
coast, with their vi.t shell middens all the 
way from St. Louis to the Cassamance and 
to the mverine people inland along the 
banks of the Senegal River. They do not 
seem to have intermarned or made much 
impact on either, but there they lived in 
conditions stable enough to smelt iron 
from the outcrops of ferruginous sandstone 
up the three great valleys, the Bao Bolon, 
the Nianija Bolon and that of the tnbutar- 
ies Sandougou and Kuntouata. 





This part of Africa was then coming out 
of the New Stone Age into the Iron Age 
and ocean going vessels had not yet pene- 
trated the Gambia River. The great Man- 
dingo kingdoms were not yet established 
along the river banks up to the Barrakunda 
falls, Niumi, Baddibu, Niani and Wuli on 
the north, Kombo, Foni, Kiang, Jarra, 
Niamina, Eropina, Jimara, Tomani and 
Kantora on the south. They were predomi- 
nantly Mandingo and were ultimately to 
amalgamate as The Gambia. 

Each age tends to look back on its 
predecessors thinking life was better then. 
But was it? Did stability and peace follow 
treaties, conventions and Acts of Parlia- 
ment? Not in The Gambia.. A hundred 
years ago the boundaries of Senegal and 
Gambia were delineated by a Commission 
following the Anglo-French Convention of 
1889. It did not prove to be the end of 
turmoil which had plagued the country for 
half a century of the Soninki-Marabout 
wars. Powerful bandits or war lords such as 
Fodi Kabba continued to disturb the peace 
and had to be suppressed by military 
campaigns, as in 1892 when Lance Corpor- 
al Gordon won the Victoria Cross in the 
process of protecting Major Madden, his 
commanding officer — the third V.C. ever 
won by am African. 

Nor did the Ceded Mile Treaty 50 ye 
earlier with Burungai Sonko, “King” of 
Niumi, usher in an era of peace for those 
seeking entry to the mouth of the Gambia 
River. Just the opposite: a bloody defeat 
was inflicted by the “King’s” men at Esau 
on a party of soldiers, merchant seamen 














and Bathurst townspeople, who had cros- 
sed the river to try to restore peace in a 
rebellious situation that had arisen at 
Barra, guarding the river’s northern entry 
point. Fearing an invasion across the river 
by the triumphant “King” of Niumi's men, 
urgent appeals were sent from Bathurst to 
Sierra Leone and Senegal. The French sent 
the man-of-war Bordelaise from Goree 
with Commandant Louvel to the rescue 
and he, with help from the militia in 
Bathhurst, bombarded the rebels’ strong- 
hold. Largely through his action peace 
was restored; the “King made an abject 
apology and gave new guarantees of free 
passage to the river. Senegal had come to 
The Gambia's rescue in 1832, as Louvel 
Street in Banjul testifies to this day. 
Perhaps a century earlier in 1765 when 
the Province of Senegamdia was estab- 
lished by Act of the British Parliament 
peaceful trading relations should have re- 
placed the rivalry and sporadic warfare of 
three centuries between British and French 
and before that with Dutch, Courlanders 
and Portuguese that had created turmoil 
for the inhabitants. No real stability had 
existed for long, since Cadamosto first 
landed at St. Andrews Island, now James 
Island, in 1456. Certainly it was hardly a 
golden age ... 1767, when Colonel O'Hara 
was Governor of Senegambia in St. Louis 
and Kunta Kintay was supposedly captured 
by his red coats at Juffure and shipped as a 
slave, on the Lord Ligonier to Annapolis! 


Insights into 
burial customs 


It is with relief that we turn back from 
the pages of history to the legendary times 
of the Ghana and Mali empires; and before 
that to the megalithic period of Senegam- 
bia of which we have no record but the 
stones — and now Memoire 91. Here at 
last is assembled ali the previous records of 
research in Senegal and The Gambia 
brought into perspective by the findings of 
the authors, who have devoted over seven 
years, including 14 months out in the field, 
on excavations in the megalithic area. The 
Memoire by any standards is a monument 
of the archaeologist’s skill and painstaking 
deduction. 

What makes it fascinating to the ordin- 
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ary reader, apart from the carbon 14 dates, 
which for the first time shed chronological 
light on the megalithic builders, is the 
insights into their bunal customs deduced 
from the skeletons now brought to light 
with infinite care, and the artist’s drawings 
of how the bodies would have appeared at 
the moment of burial. The Memoire is 
lavishly supported by pictures, drawings, 
diagrams and statistics, which are lighted 
up by some original research, for example 
on the teeth of some of the megalithic 
people, which M. Khayat, a dental surgeon 
examines, showing how they filed the top 
incisors in various ways, seemingly as part 
of initiation rites and not unlike the prac- 
tice still adopted in some remote parts of 
The Gambia today. A first glance at the 
Memoirs impresses the reader with the 
wealth of evidence of how these people of 
the first millenium lived — and died. In 
many circles, an older person was buried at 
the centre with a younger ore on the 
periphery. In others there are groups of 
bodies, sometimes in a circular setting, as 
though laid in a pit within the circle, men, 
women and children. With them are found 
primitive spear heads, copper and brass 
bangles, anklets and even toe rings, with 
beads of a vanished era. In one there is the 
skeleton of a dog, perhaps the huntsman’s 
fsithful friend? And not a few of the 
skeletons must have originally been in a 
siiting position, as though taking a seat for 
a journey to the next world? 

The Institut Fondamenta! at Dakar is 
lucky indeed to have professors and techni- 
cians, both Senegalese, French, Belgian 
and wvihers to unearth such valuable mate- 
rials for its museums. It would be a happy 
outcome, if from the present period of 
Senegal/Gambian co-assis'ance, Banjul’s 
Museum would profit from this latest 
research and put on show some of the 
evidence of the Senegambia past. Hopeful- 
ly, too, young Gambian students may be 
able to learn from the Institut at Dakar 
the archaeological skills, which they in 
their turn may devote to the stone circles at 
Wassu and Ker Baich. Senegal has much to 
offer The Gambia, apart from its soldiers, 
to promote pride ir, the Senegambian past.

DEVELOPMENT CAMPAIGN LAUNCHED ON ANNIVERSARY

[Text] Luanda, 10 Nov (ANGOP)--The sixth anniversary of the independence of the 
People's Republic of Angola, which is to be celebrated on 11 November, coincides 
with the launching by the competent party and government departments of a vast 
campaign on the fundamental guidelines for the social development of the country 
during the 5-year period 1981-1985. 


These guidelines, laid down by the party's extraordinary congress of December 1980, 
will be discussed in roundtable talks presided over by members of the secretariat 
of the party's central committee, ministers, vice ministers, secretaries and state 
and national directors. About 30 sessions will be held in 15 and 1/2 weeks. 


The aim of this campaign is to introduce the issues relating to the approved guide- 
lines and take stock of what has been done during the first 6 months of the 1981 
plan--the first part of the 5-year plan--since its implementation is a reflection 
of the importance attached to improving the economic situation. 


According to Roberto de Almeida, the party official in charge of economic and social 
policy, the major principle upon which the country's development for this decade is 
hased is the consolidation of the socialist policy with a view to eliminating 
economic backwardness and dependence. 


In the short run within the 5-year 1981-1985 period, the party recommends speeding 
up economic development through a balanced policy aimed at correcting some of the 
economic problems inherited from the colonial period through the planned and massive 
training of manpower. 


In a talk last week, Roberto de Almeida indicated that one of the tasks of the 5- 
year plan is also to establish an appropriate correlation between consumption and 
supply, while referring to the need for the country to create financial reserves so 
that it can cope in future with situations emerging from investments. 


On the other hand, the party underlines the need to develop the farmlands within 
the next few years so as to reduce the gap and help the country to become self- 
sufficient in most of the essential commodities that it now imports. 


The marketing of industrial products in the rural areas appears, in this context, 
as an example to be followed of trade between the city and the countryside. This 





procedure, which was already tested last year, will be developed to promote the 
Organization of cooperatives. 


As regards the development of the material [word indistinct], improvements in quality 
and quantity of production have been determined for the industrial sector with a 
view to reducing the enormous import bill. 


The economic authorities further underscore the urgent need for stricter enforcement 
of the austerity policy which means, as far as investments are concerned, control 
over expenditures. Furthermore, as pointed out by Roberto de Almeida, special 
attention should be given to improving and managing corporations. 


In brief, in the next 5 years, the principle of the development policy expressed at 


the first party congress will be maintained; agriculture is the basis and industry 
the decisive factor for the country's economic takeoff.

ANGOP INTERVIEWS ANTI-APARTHEID FIGURE

[Text] Luanda, 12 Nov (ANGOP)--On Thursday, Silas Cerqueira, executive secretary of 
the international committee against apartheid, severely criticized the economic, 
military and nuclear cooperation existing between Tel Aviv and Pretoria and supported 
by the U.S. administration. 


In an interview with ANGOP, Cerqueira said that while South Africa is trying to 
create a sort of separatist enclave in the South of Angola with a veiw to delaying 
the independence of Namibia and destabilizing the frontline states, the government 
of Israel is continuing its acts of aggression against Southern Lebanon and inde- 
pendent Arab states. 


Silas Cerqueira, member of the international secretariat of solidarity with the Arab 
people and their main cause--Palestine, came to Angola to discuss with the Angolan 
authorities preparations for the Afro-Arab solidarity conference which will be held 
in Luanda from 6 to 9 December. Cerqueira is also leader of the Portuguese council 
of peace and cooperation. 


The Afro-Arab solidarity conference, he said, already promises to be a major inter- 
national historic event at the political level. For the first time, prominent leaders 
and personalities. Representatives of national forces, parties, mass organizations, 
freedom movements and peace and solidarity committees of the African continent and 

the Arab world are going to meet together in mutual anti-imperialist solidarity and 
hold a direct dialogue. 


Cerqueira recalled that several previous government attempts at Afro-Arab cooperation 
had failed. 


He said that the present international situation is characterized by growing aggres- 
siveness in the face of American imperialism. 


The acts of aggression and all the maneuvers of the Pretoria regime, he continued, 
are aimed at undermining Angola's independence and sovereignty and destabilizing 

the People's Republic of Angola because of its socialist option and its firm policy 
of unwavering solidarity with the world's progressive revolutionary forces. Angola, 
he added, is the center of gravity of any international activity against imperialism 
in Southern Africa. 











At a time when the Reagan Administration is also threatening the peoples of Europe 
and the world with the mysterious prospect of a limited nuclear war, the Luanda 
conference is going to endeavour to strengthen and expand the common front of all 
the peoples of the world in the struggle for peace. 


The meeting will try to define, for the first time, a joint program for the African 
and Arab national movements, parties and forces to safeguard and consolidate 
national independence and peace. 


Silas Cerqueira said that the discussions will focus on the total liberation of 
Southern Africa and the Middle East--Namibia, South Africa and Palestine--and 
cooperation between the African and Arab peoples. 


The Luanda conference is the outcome of a program of action adopted in Lisbon in 
November 1979 at the conference of solidarity with the Arab people and their main 
cause--Palestine. 


Two meetings were held, in Tripoli and Lisbon, within the framework of the prepara- 
tions. Last August a mission from the Arab people's international secretariat, led 
by its chairman, (Omar al-Hamidi), finalized arrangements for the holding of the con- 
ference with the Angolan authorities. 


However, this is not just another routine meeting but a dynamic international politi- 
cal event of prime importance which will pave the way for a new stage of cooperation 
and mutual solidarity among the peoples of the two regions and for the expansion and 
strengthening of the anti-imperialist world front for peace, Silas Cerqueira conclu- 
ded.

The message further stressed that the decision by the Reagan Administration to manu- 
facture neutron bombs and install new medium-range nuclear weapons in West Europe, 
the deterioration in the Middle East situation, the annulment of the Clark Amend- 
ment, and U.S. interference in the internal affairs of other countries have been 
strongly denounced not only by the socialist countries and the communist movement 
but also by all democratic and progressive forces in the imperialist countries 
themselves. 


The first congress of the MPLA youth was particularly concerned over the imminent 
threat of a military aggression by American imperialism against the first free 
country of America, the Republic of Cuba, the message stated, while adding that the 
congress was held at a time when world peace is at stake and international tension 
is wor: ening. 


The message alleged that the increase in tension is the result of the belligerent 
policy of international imperialism, headed by the United States, whereby the 
Reagan Administration further the interests of big business and yankee industrial 
and military monopoly.

COMMENTS ON AFRICAN TOUR OF CONTACT GROUP 
Luanda JORNAL DE ANGOLA in Portuguese 28 Oct 81 p 14

Secret' Atmosphere" ] 


[Text] The major debate of this week in Africa, and also in major capitalist na- 
tions, is the Namibian question and its resolution which, in principle, should re- 
spect what the UN Security Council decided in adopting Resolution 435, in which 
SWAPO is recognized as the sole representative of the Namibian people and hence 
fully entitled to govern that territory which racist South Africa continues to 
occupy illegally. 


But, in fact, the principles of Resolution 435 did not go beyond good intentions, 
while the Western nations, especially the United States, aided and permitted the 
Pretoria government to continue its illegal occupation. 


The Contact Group once again visited various African countries, including Angola, 
for discussions of the Namibia question. 


The most inconsistent person on this committee is the U.S. representative, Chester 
Crocker, who, returning from his first visit to Africa and during a stopover in 
Morocco (a country that provides aid for the UNITA puppets), termed the continual 
diplomatic meetings of the delegates of the five Western nations "a useless diplo- 
matic charade." 


Maybe Chester Crocker does not like to travel to Africa and talk with African lead- 
ers whose positions are quite distant from U.S. policy. Certainly, no one gave him 
the right to judge what the other countries of the Contact Group consider necessary 
for Namibia. On the other hand, the reality of U.S. policy has shown that the dip- 
lomatic charade of the U.S. representative is, in fact, useless, since he, as well 
as the nation he represents, does not want to be realistic and objective with the 
people of Namibia, who only want to decide their own fate and be governed by their 
legitimate representative, the SWAPO. 


In this context, the meeting today in the airport was an occasion to compare what 
the Reagan administration declares against SWAPO every day and what he, Chester 
Crocker, intends to propose to the members of the Contact Group, as it is not an 
accident that he himself met in Zurich with the South Africa representative on 
20 September. 








Being aware of Crocker's talkative manner, he was the first one we addressed, de- 
spite the ''top secret" atmosphere prevailing in the Fourth of February Airport "VIP" 
lounge. It didn't do much good because, after having been asked what was new about 
this trip of his, Chester Crocker limited himself to saying "...well, there are new 
questions to discuss, but the representative of the French delegation will review 
the situation." 


Shortly thereafter Jean Ausseil, French representative, began to say: "The foreign 
affairs ministers of the Contact Group, after our New York meeting on 24 September, 
decided that talks about constitutional principles for the constituent assembly, 
the timetable for applying Security Council Resolution 435 and a meeting about all 
outstanding problems will be held wich all interested parties...,'"' adding that: 
..Talks with the RPA [People's Republic of Angola] president and Foreign Affairs 
Minister Paulo Jorge and with the SWAPO delegation as well, conducted by President 
Sam Nujoma, were very useful because they helped us advance toward the negotiated 
settlement we all seek for Namibia." 


At the end of his short speech, Jean Ausseil stressed that 'we are leaving Luanda 
with a better understanding that will assist our efforts to solve the problem that 
still remains: prompt implementation of Resolution 435."" Finally, addressing him- 
self to the Angola Government and the SWAPO, the French representative thanked them 
for their hospitality, stressing that "...we hope and desire that the support of 
the RPA Government and of the SWAPO for our efforts to reach a solution will con- 
tinue." 


So far statements by representatives of the Contact Group indicate that, in general, 
they intend to concern themselves only with constitutional aspects of Namibia's fu- 
ture, without considering them within the current context of southern Africa. That 
is, as if Namibia were a territory that a colonizing power had abandoned and the 
only problem to be solved by the United Nations would be to decide what kind of 
government it should have and with what kind of organization. 


But it happens that Namibia continues to be occupied illegally, that the Pretoria 
army in the north of Namibia is expanding its military operations against the 
SWAPO, with almost 15,000 men. At the same time it is seen that one of the parties 
which will have something to say about the constitutional principles for the con- 
stituent assembly, namely South Africa, at this moment and for almost 64 days is 
and has been invading the sovereign territory of another party, the RPA. And, 
paradoxically, as if nothing had happened in Cunene, Angola is to sit down at the 
same table with the RSA [Republic os South Africa] to work out the constitutional 
future of Namibia. 


As a matter of fact, the invasion of Cunene, which is a region as big as the state 
of Pennsylvania, is not unrelated to the Namibian context. This is because the 
South African invasion of Cunene represents an instrument to delay application of 
Resolution 435 in Namibia. It is, moreover, one of the maneuvers used by South 
Africa to revise Security Council Resolution 435 and, along with it, all the con- 
stitutional principles under discussion. 


Based upon the context suggested by Angolan and Namibian reality, we asked the Con- 
tact Group spokesman, French representative Jean Ausseil: "Do the current problems 








related to Resolution 435 also include analysis of the South African invasion of 
southern Angola? Furthermore, doesn't the Contact Group think the current South 
African military offensive against the RPA and Namibia is being used by the Pretoria 
government to create pressure for revising the timetable for applying Security 
Council Resolution 435...?" 


Our question was eluded in a very curt manner: “The purpose of our visit is related 
strictly to problems of constitutional principles; furthermore, our conversations 
were of a confidential nature and it is practically impossible for me to add any- 
thing more to what has been said in that respect. Thank you..." 


In this brusque manner and without a specific reply the press conference ended, 
which logically, for our part, could not have been otherwise, since the only parties 
favoring diplomatic development of the Contact Group's work are essentially the 
Angola Government and the SWAPO, which at present are the principal victims of the 
racist Pretoria government's political and military aggressions.

ALL-OUT MEDIA CAMPAIGN ON DEVELOPMENT GOALS BEGINS

[Excerpts] An extensive campaign in Angola to provide information about the basic 
guidelines for economic and social development in the 1981-85 period and also the 
1981 National Plan and their respective achievements during the first 6 months of 
this year will begin on 31 October. 


The campaign, which was decided upon by the Secretariat of the MPLA-Labor Party 
Central Committee, will comprise a series of speeches and panel discussions led by 
Central Committee members, cabinet ministers, deputy ministers and national direc- 
tors. There will be approximately 30 sessions over a period of 15 and 1/2 weeks. 
Each session will be broadcast twice a week by all the nation's media. At the end 
of each topic, there will be a special session for replies to questions and concerns 
expressed by the listeners. 


The sessions will appear on television every Wednesday and Saturday in a special 
program after the evening news. Angola National Radio will report them on Tuesdays 
and Thursdays on the program “Good-night, Angola."" They will be printed in full in 
the Tuesday and Friday JORNAL DE ANGOLA and in the NOVEMBER magazine. 


Specialized magazines will also reproduce in full all speeches and panel discussions 
related to their specific activity. 


The official Angolan news agency, besides news coverage of the whole campaign, wili 
also publish a series of special press bulletins dedicated to each session. 


Simultaneous with this information, through the media, the basic guidelines for 
economic and social development in 1981-85 will also be studied in rank-and-file 
units of the MPLA-Labor Party and in business enterprises. 


These guidelines, it will be recalled, were adopted during the first MPLA-Labor 
Party congress, held in Luanda during December 1980, 


They cover all sectors connected with producing goods (agriculture, livestock and 
forestry, manufacturing industry, petroleum, electrical energy, geology and mining 
industry, fishing, construction, transportation, postal and telecommunications ser- 
vices, hydrometeorology and geophysics), as well as the social situation of the 
people (domestic trade, education and training, culture, health, welfare and social 
security, physical culture and sports, housing and community services). 
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They will also include the following fields: improving management of the economy, 
efficient use of manpower and improvement of workers’ skills, international economic 
relations and foreign trade, justice and the work of the courts, and the party's 
role in managing economic and social change on the road to socialism. 


The basic purpose of these economic and social guidelines is to speed up the pace 
of economic development, increase production efficiency and assure more rational 
and balanced solution of short- and long-term problems while at the same time im- 
proving living conditions of the Angolan people. 


During the media campaign that will begin 31 October, the people will be called 
upon to participate actively, expressing their concerns, asking for explainations 
and raising questions through the media. 


It is thus hoped that, thanks to this enormous popular mobilization, it is possible 
to create a clear and solid economic awareness so the complex problems which the 
nation faces, inherited mainly from colonialism, can be solved in short order.

COMMENTARY EXAMINES CANCUN CONFERENCE PROSPECTS

[Text] The dialogue of the deaf between rich and poor countries has resumed. 
It is taking place in Cancun, Mexico. What is it all about? Globally, the 
poor countries continue to get poorer while the rich get richer. Today, the 
poor number about 800 million people and they are only asking the rich to 
create @ new relationship which will finally enable them to become equal and 
respected partners. Nothing more! For the rich countries, these are excessive 
demands, but can aspiring for dignity and freedom be excessive? It appears 

to me that there are some who are quite satisfied with this endless dependence 
and this chronic underdevelopment which create a master-slave relationship. 

We are demanding, for example, honest prices for our raw materials, prices 
which will enable us to pull through. But the rich prefer buying them at very 
low prices and to later give us charity. And what sort of charity? The aid 

of the industrialized countries expressed in the percentage of their gross 
national product has decreased since 20 years ago and the present international 
economic crisis makes any rapid increase of this aid quite improbable. To 
compensate for this decrease in assistance, the Third World countries, whose 
debts amount to about $500 billion--that is about 125,000 billion CFA francs-- 
continue to borrow from the foreign banks. 


But these loans, which are already too heavy to pay back, are getting more and 
more expensive because the interest rates of the big banks are getting higher and 
higher. Moreover, one only lends to the rich. In the immediate future, therefore, 
something like a planetary new deal will be necessary, otherwise the number 

of bankrupt Third World countries will increase again. 


But can anything be done in Cancun? Ronald Reagan does not want this sort of 
marshall or planetary plan which does not take ideologies into account and which 
would profit the Soviets, who are noted for their absence from such meetings. 
But even if Ronald Reagan has indicated that he will moderate his position, it 
is no pessimism to affirm that Cancun will only be a stage among many others in 
this dialogue of the deaf in which the north and south are engaged. It is not 
pessimism. No! The present world situation is simply less favorable than it 
was 20 years ago. For example, let us say frankly that Cancun came a bit too 
late. But perhaps you would tell me that it is better late than never.

"TRIBUNE' COMMENTS ON CHAD WITHDRAWAL REQUEST

[Text] Yaounde, 31 Oct (AFP)--The withdrawal of Libyan soldiers from Chad 
formally demanded by President Goukouni Oueddei does not necessarily mean the 
end of difficulties; on the contrary it can bring about serious antagonism 

in Africa, the national daily, CAMEROON TRIBUNE, estimates in a commentary 

on Saturday. 


The implementation of the Lagos accord of 21 August 1979 between the parties 

in conflict in Chad has, up to now, been very difficult, the CAMEROON TRIBUNE 
recalls. Many differences have appeared since French President Mitterrand 
rekindled this more than a year old African-initiated idea of sending a neutral 
pan-African force to Chad. 


The Lagos accord clearly states that countries with common borders with Chad 
should not participate in the neutral force, the paper stresses. For this 
reason, Cameroon, which has a common border of several hundred kilometers on 
the north-east with Chad, has refused to send troops to Chad. But it is 
surprising to note, the CAMEROON TRIBUNE states, that some countries bordering 
Chad have announced their intention to send military contingents to Ndjamena 
after the departure of Libyan units despite the provisions of the accord drawn 
up in Lagos. 


The paper particularly refers to Nigeria and Senegal, which showed their readiness 
to provide soldiers for the peace force in Chad as soon as Tripoli begins 
evacuating its army. 


The actual stationing of the neutral force could also pose a problem, the 

CAMEROON TRIBUNE states. Who will lodge, (?transport) and equip the thousands 

of soldiers making up the force, it asks. Certainly France has already indicated 
that it was ready to participate materially and financially in this operation. 

But will it accept heing the sole bearer of all the expenses which will be incurred? 


Observers recall that Cameroon has always expressed its scepticism about the OAU's 
ability to restore a lasting peace in Chad. The head of state, Ahmadou Ahidjo, 

has always advocated the direct intervention of the United Nations in Chad, the 
only body which he believes can act efficiently through its material means. 

Gabon's President Omar Bongo, on his ~ .. also recently adopted the same viewpoint 
by asking for the stationing of a W ‘orce in Chad.

HEADS OF CHAD PEACE-KEEPING COUNTRIES TO MEET

[Text] Lagos, 16 Nov (AFP)--The heads of state of the six countries which are to 
form the inter-African force in Chad are to meet in Kinshasa on Thursday or Friday, 
it was learned from official sources in Lagos on Monday. 


This meeting follows the one held in the Nigerian capital on Friday and which was 
attended by foreign affairs ministers of the countries involved in the formation 
of the neutral force. 


The heads of state are to examine the report by 14 officers of the neutral force. 

They were mandated by the 
ministerial meeting to go to Chad and examine the situation, then later report to 
their heads of state who will decide on the sending of troops. 


Official sources pointed out on Monday in Lagos’that no Nigerian soldier--contrary 
to Zaire's unilateral decision--would leave for Chad before this summit is held. 
It is unlikely, it was also learned, that President Shagari of Nigeria will travel 


to Kinshasa. 


According to diplomatic sources in Lagos, Nigeria handed over to ambassadors of four 
countries (FRG, United States, France and Great Britain) a list of equipment the 
Nigerian contingent would (?require) within the framework of the inter-African 
force. 


The list was rzported to include categories such as weaponry and transport vehicles. 


The Nigéerian side does not, however, hide the urgency it is giving to this opera- 
tion Swords indistinct]. 


"Some people are not treating the matter with the urgency we would give it," an 


official spokesman of the presidency pointed out. We hope that the Lagos meeting 
(held on Friday) is the last. The Kinshasa meeting is not necessary, the spokes- 
man added.

But 
beyond these historical ties, it 
was the present situation, and the 
future it heralded, which held the 
attention of the Minister of the 
Interior.

Peace & stability 


‘We, as the leadership of the 
revolution, are determined to 
expose ail plots and conspiracies 
fomented by the states and the 
agents which have fallen prey to 


imperialism. We are ready to and © 


will sacrifice constantly until we 
will achieve our objectives. These 
are quite simply the realisation of 
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peace, stability in our region and 

unity with our brothers and Libya. 

The wider aim is the liberation of 
all Africans who are labouring 

under the strictures of oppres- 

sion and imperialism. It is there- 

fore necessary to challenge with 

a strong ~ ‘ican revolutionary 

will, all the powers of dis- 

crimination, racism, Zionism and 
imperialism. 


Abu Saeed went on to 
expound the necessity for the 
union with Chad and Libya and 
insisted that unity between the 
two peoples was ‘one of the 
revolution’s most serious tasks’. 
He said: ‘It is not an easy task, but 
it is essential. Once achieved it 
will stand as a shining example of 
revolutionary will and success 
and the saving of the African con- 
tinent from poverty, sickness, 
ignorance and imperialist 
encroachments such as for..gn 
bases and multinational com- 
panies that exploit our lands and 
our people. It means a new life for 
the new free African individual 
and a blow againsi ihe forces of 
oppression. 








The unity between the two 
countries, the Chadian Minister 
of the Interior went on, was on the 
road to becoming a concrete 
reality. He pointed to the many 
efforts to achieve this noble aim 
and showed how the many 
meetings, at all levels, between 
Chad and Liby: embodied the 
important steps already taken on 
the road to concretising the 
common goal. 


Major conspiracy 


Turning to the problems that 
his country is faced with at the 
present rnoment, and specifically 
to the internal military and sec- 
urity situation, Mohammed Abu 
Saeed made it clear that his 
country faced ‘a major con- 
spiracy fomented by the agents 
of imperialism’. :since Chad was 
liberated by the “rolinat and with 
the help of our Libyan friends, the 
Minister said, ‘the imperialists 
have beer. busy trying to recruif 
those traitors who ran away and 
escaped from the people's jus- 
tice’. It was clear to him that the 
aim of the imperialists was to halt 
the progress of the Chadian 
revolution by any means at their 
disposal, no matter how devious 
they may be. But, he suggested, 
‘with the help of the Libyan peo- 
ple and their revolutionary leader 
Muammar Qadhafi and through 
our unshakeabie alliance, we will 
face and defeat all those rebels 
and agents of international 
imperialism, no matter where 


they are. 


The Chadian Minister went on 
to say that his government had 
accurate information which 
proved that Nimeiri was training 
and supporting those rebels in- 
side Sudan. He also said that the 
ruler in Khartoum was doing this 





in close collaboration with the 
pro-Zionist regime in Cairo and 
under instructions from the 
United States. ‘All this is being 
done in order to destabilise 
Chad, to prevent the success of 
our revolution, because such a 
success would act like a potent 
tonic to the oppressed people in 
Sudan and in Egypt and incite 
them to take the revolution into 
their hands and sweep away the 


puppet rulers in an unstoppable 
revolutionary tide. 


Immortal Alliance 


Calling in the name of the 
people of Chad on their brothers 
and sisters in Sudan and in 
Egypt, he asked the latter to 
declare revolution and to reject 
and condemn the heinous 
crimes committed against the 
peaceful people of Chad. Only in 
this way could the whole region 
gain peace and stability and work 
together towards a new and free 
Africa, liberated from the shack- 
les of imperialist intervention and 
hegemony. . 

Abu Saeed did not conceal the 
fact that all danger had not dis- 
appeared as far as Chad was 
concerned. He said that plots 
against the Chadian people were 
increasing, and that Nimeiri was 
especially to blame for this 
situation, although there were 
also dangers lurking elsewhere, 
such as on the borders with Cen- 
tral Africa. 


Having examined ail these 
imperialist threats he said: ‘That 
is why we ask the Libyan leader, 
Muammar Qadhafi, and the Lib- 
yan Arab people to keep Libyan 
troops in Chad. We need their 
presence there until all danger to 
our revolution has receded and 
the enemies of the revolution are

PRESIDENTIAL INTERVIEW WITH 'AFP' REPORTED

[Text] Djibouti, 15 Nov (AFP)-~-President Hassan Gouled Aptidon, who arrived in 
Paris on Monday for an official visit, stated that his trip to France would allow 
him to have detailed discussions on some problems which had already been discussed 
during the France-Djibouti joint commission meeting held last month. 


We are awaiting a more cordial and concrete answer from the French Socialist Party 
which has supported our independence and which has to contribute to our development, 
Mr Gouled explained during an interview with AFP. He is expected to have discus- 
sions with President Francois Mitterrand on Tuesday, as well as with Claude Cheyson, 
the minister of external relations. 


We will also talk about the Indian Ocean, the Horn of Africa and the Middle East, 
he explained. 


At the Franco-African summit, the Chadian problem was discussed at length. In 
Djibouti we have our own economic and social problems which must be discussed. The 
Cancun North-South summit yielded no concrete results, and we have to continue 
negotiations, the president of Djibouti continued. 


France, which has approximately 4,000 soldiers in Djibouti--at the entrance to the 
strait of Bab el Mandeb lying between the Red S@a and the Gulf of Aden--is our 
largest donator. It is followed by Saudi Arabia and the UAE. We are not after 
permanent subsidies, President Gouled asserted; we need productive grants and 
technical assistance. 


Since October, the tiny republic which is 4 years old has had a one-party government, 
the People's Ral*ty for Progress [RPP], thus confirming a [word indistinct] situation. 


Industrdalized countries have difficulties coping with 36 parties, so Djibouti, 
which is walking the tightrope in order to maintain a precarious equilibrium in 
this troubled region of the Horn of Africa, cannot afford to have 36 parties, 
President Gouled said. The one-party system is a temporary necessity in order to 
maintain stability and to secure the confidence of investors, but this is a 
temporary situation until further notice, Mr Gouled added. 
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At the beginning of August a group of opponents tried to establish a Djibouti People's 
Party (PPD). A dozen people, including two former prime ministers, Ahmed Dini 

and Abdallah Kamil, were arrested. Six of them, including Mr Kamil, were released 

in October. The others are still in detention. 


The investigation is going on, the president said. If we find that no foreign coun- 
try is involved and that these were mere pretensions, they will be released. We 
are trying to ease the situation. 


The RPP is open to those who were released, he affirmed. 


The first legislative elections will take place next spring, about 30 to 40 days 
before the dissolution of the National Assembly whose term expires on 8 May and the 
RPP will be the only party authorized to draw up a single list of the 65 candidates 
who will be elected at the national level and not by regions. 


The parliamentarians have to understand that they do not represent an enthnic group 
Or a region but the whole population. These elections will constitute the second 
phase of the building of national unity. 


Djibouti'’s population, about 450,000 people including the refugees from neighboring 
countries, is made up mostly of the Issa of Somali origin and of a small group of the 
Afar (from Ethiopia). 


These new measures should avoid the risk of fighting, the creation of constituencies 
based on ethnic affiliations, and make each of the elected aware that he does not 
represent a fraction of the people but the whole nation, the president stated. Fol- 
lowing the same objectives, last month the assembly adopted a third bill defining 
Djibouti citizenship in order to form a more exact image of national collectivity 

so as to avoid the influx of Ethiopians, Arabs, and Somalis who change their na- 
tionality when they change countries.

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ECONOMY NOT YET ON SOUND FOOTING 


EQUATORIAL GUINEA

MORE THAN TWO YEARS after the 
bloody coup which overthrew Macias 
Nguema’s decade of dictatorial reign in 
Equatorial Guinea, events unfolding them- 
selves from that former Spanish colony are 
still not altogether promising. Life in the 
island of Malabo and the entire country is 
still a nightmare to visitors, despite prom- 
ises made by the new regime and the 
Supreme Military Council headed by 
strongman Lt.-Col. Obiang Nguema 
Mbasogo. 

Since the military coup on August 3, 
1979, there have been many visits to 
foreign countries, including neighbouring 
states like Cameroon, Gabon and Nigena, 
by members of the ruling SMC, sometimes 
including the new Head of State, Lt.-Col. 
Obiang Nguema Mbasogo, soliciting for 
aid for the country. 

Recently I took off from Douala in a 
Cameroon Air Force Plane to Malabo, 
capital of Equatorial Guinea, to assess 
what progress has been going on in that 
country for the past two years. 

We landed at the Malabo air port, which 
is still partially overgrown with grass and 
trees. The airport is being reconstructed 
and only the Cameroon Airlines, Iberia 
and some Spanish Air Force planes based 
in Douala use the airport. It is a problem 
for the visitor to go from the airport to the 
centre of Malabo town. Taxi services do 
not exist in Malabo or Bata. From the 
airport one begins to notice some of the 
abandoned coffee and cocoa plantations 
overtaken by the forest. 

Some of the hotels which are being 
reactivated still do not have water or 
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electricity. Radio Malabo- and the Tele- 
vision are sometimes off the air because of 
a shortage of spares, I was told. Aban- 
doned cars can be seen on most of the 
Streets, again because of lack of spares. A 
few aged Spaniards can be noticed in 
Malabo and Bata on the mainland who 
heeded the government’s call to return to 
the country and rehabilitate their planta- 
tions. 

It should be noted that a few months 
after the overthrow of Macias Nguema’s 
dictatorship and in December, 1979, the 
Spanish Transport Minister, Senor San- 
chez Teran, led a delegation to Malabo to 
discuss technical co-operation and a joint 
commission was set up. During the meet- 
ing the Mbasogo Government announced 
plans to enable Spanish settlers whose 
lands had been expropriated to recover 
them on payment of maintenance tax. The 
settlers were required to submit investment 
plans and claim their land before February 
last year. Up to now not many of the 
settlers have responded positively to the 
call. The Mbasogo Government has since 
coming to power done everything to rein- 
force its traditional links with Spain and 
the Spanish influence in the country is 
gradually gaining ground. King Juan Car- 
los and Queen Sophia of Spain, after an 
Official visit to Cameroon late in 1979, also 
visited Equatorial Guinea to reinforce the 
new entente between the two countnies. 

Joint commissions and bilateral accords 
have been signed between the Mbasogo 
Government and Cameroon and Gabon but 
nothing concrete has yet materialised out 
of such commissions. The Equatorial Gui- 
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nean refugees still in Madnd have stil not 
recognised the Mbasogo Government and 
still look at it as a cosmetic change. They 
still pose a threat and an opposition to the 
present regime. 

The economy of the present regime is 
not yet on sound footing. The currency 
fluctuates and Ekudes are sold in open 
markets in Malabo, mostly by the Nige- 
rians who have voluntarily returned to the 
island and now dominate the local markets 
both in Malabo and Bata. Life is still far 
from being luxurious in the entire country, 
especially in Malabo. The present lead- 
ership of the government is haunted by the 
Macias Nguema ghost. Sundays are spe- 
cially set apart to celebrate on the streets of 
Malabo the fall of arch-dictator Macias 
Nguema. 


Recent events on the island shows the 
st of the MbasogoGovernment and 
the Head of State’s distrust in the Moroc- 
can soldiers who have been his personal 
bodyguard. After the recent attempted 
coup it was alleged more than 60 to 180 
people had been arrested, for plotting 
against the government. 


The authorities in Equatorial Guinea 
recently banned the sales of three Spanish 
newspapers in the country for publishing 
what they called tendentious and subver- 
sive articles. The ban was lifted after only 
six weeks, maybe on pressure from Spain. 
The exiled opposition group has also re- 
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cently been regrouping in some parts of the 
country, which disturbs the present gov- 
ernment. 

A delegation led by the Spanish Inspec- 
tor-General of National Police, General- 
Saenz de Santamania, last month visited 
Malabo and held discussions with theliigh 
Command of Equatorial Guinea on the 
training of at least two Guinean companies 
in Spain and the sending of Spanish in- 
structors to the country to train the police 
and the army. At the heart of the five-day 
negotiations was the need to ensure the 
political stability of Equatorial Guinea to 
enable the country to achieve social har- 
mony and economic recovery. 

Both Cameroon and Gabon have co- 


operated with the present government for 


repatriating the hundreds and thousands of 
Guinean refugees in both countries and 
reports from Nigeria say that some Nige- 
rians who left the country have now 
sneaked back illegally into the country, 
though the Nigerian Federal Government 
has not yet renewed its long-standing 
labour regulations with Equatorial Guinea. 

The telecommunications infrastructure 
in Malabo is not efficient and foreign 
correspondents are often forced to return 
to Douala in order to file in their reports. 
Some diplomats from the mainland and 
island often come shopping weekly in 
Douala, especially to byy essential spare 
parts for their cars.

SPANISH TREATY--A draft five-year friendship and cooperation treaty with Equa- 
torial Guinea has been approved by the Foreign Affairs Committee of the Spanish 
Parliament's lower house. The draft provides for Spain to grant emergency food, 
health and education aid, and for a joint commission to study how to make bi- 
lateral cooperation more efficient. An emergency credit of 131M. pesetas (about 
L700,000) was set aside for Equatorial Guinea in the Spanish draft budget for 
1982 presented to parliament. Under a security agreement signed recently 

(WEST AFRICA, October 5), two companies of Guinean security forces will be 
trained in Spain and return home under the command of Spanish officers. Other 
Spanish advisers are to train the entire Guinean army. [Text] [London WEST

MAPPING AGENCY REPORT DISCUSSES CARTOGRAPHIC ACTIVITIES 
Addis Ababa THE ETHIOPIAN HERALD in English 29 Oct 81 pp 2,4 


[Text] Until the outbreak of the Ethiopian popular revolution in February 1974, 
progress in the fields of Surveying and Mapping was hampered by the now defunct 
feudo-bourgeois system as it normally attached little or no importance to the 
investigation and exploration of the natural resources of the country. Under 
the circumstances the Ethiopian Mapping Agency (EMA) was unable to obtain any 
kind of policy support to strengthen its trained manpower and equipment and pro- 
vide adequate cartographic services for the development of the natural resources 
of the country. The few major survey and mapping activities were therefore all 
carried out through foreign technical assistance programmes. The role of the 
Ethiopian Mapping Agency then was mainly confined to surveying the lands of the 
feudal lords and the members of the aristocracy. Soon after the Revolution, the 
Ethiopian Mapping Agency was reorganized by the Revolutionary Government in such 
a way that the benefits of cartographic services should be put to accelerate the 
overall socioeconomic development efforts of the country. 


The victorious emergence of the Ethiopian Revolution from the confrontations by 
reactionary forces both from inside and outside the country, has enabled the 
government to consolidate the gains of the revolution by embarking upon an Eco- 
nomic Development Campaign aimed at improving the living standard of the people. 
This campaign started on a firm footing with the establishment of the National 
Revolutionary Development Campaign and Central Planning Supreme Council (NRDC & 
CPSC). In this context mapping was given the necessary emphasis as one of the 
basic activities essential for ensuring the achievement of planned socioeconomic 
development objectives. Consequently the Agency has further been reorganized 
under the NRDC & CPSC with full powers and responsibilities in matters pertaining 
to survey, mapping, aerial photography and related geographic activities. 


According to the present organization the Agency is responsible for the follow- 
ing main tasks: Establishment, extension, and intensification of the National 
Geodetic Control Network and precise levelling: production of topographic maps 

of standard series as well as large scale plans for project design and engineer- 
ing construction; preparation of thematic maps and Atlases and carrying out re- 
lated Geographic Research; provision of survey, mapping, and aerial photographic 
services for public and private sectors; and coordination and regulation of sur- 
vey, mapping and aerial photographic activities which are undertaken in the coun- 
try. 
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Geodetic Surveys 


The land mass of Ethiopia covers an area of over 1.2 million square kilometres 
intersected by the Rift Valley in the central north-southerly zone and charac- 
terized by high rugged mountains and gorges in the west and arid lowland savan- 
nahs in the east. This situations make control survey work difficult and expen- 
sive. The geodetic survey network of the country, therefore, is not yet in an 
advanced stage. 


During the period 1972-1977 a network of geodetic control points was established 
in areas selected for 1:50,000 scale topographic mapping. These are first, 

second and third order control points spread over an area of 150,000 square 
kilometres and interconnected with the Blue Nile Basin Network the basic control 
survey in Ethiopia--which was extended from the 30th Meridian of Arc in the Sudan. 
The basic control stations are normally 30 to 50 km apart. The control network 
extension is intensified to the order of 10 to 15 km between stations so that they 
are amenable to 1:50,000 scale mapping. 


Extension and intensification of ground control points are being carried out by 
the Agency in other areas for large scale mapping. Computer generated control 
points have also been very useful in the compilation of derived maps required for 
economic feasibility studies. In addition to topographical mapping the national 
survey control network data are also widely used in determining accurate geo- 
graphical locations and elevations for irrigation, hydroelectric and other engi- 
neering surveys. Nevertheless, since some of these survey stations are destroyed 
by the local people, it has been a considerable task for the Agency to reestab- 
lish them. Now the Agency is trying to introduce measure of preserving survey 
Stations by making arrangements with peasant associations. 


With the exception of a few organizations like the Ethiopian Roads Authority and 
the Water Resources Department, most of the Ministries and Agencies in Ethiopia 
give the survey component of their development projects to EMA usually on a con- 
tract basis. The activities carried out under this context include cadastral 
surveying of settlement areas, state farms, livestock and range land developmeit 
sites, irrigation and other engineering surveys. It has been the experience of 
tie Agency that the request for such tasks is rapidly growing especially now 
that the importance of survey data is thoroughly recognized by most development 
organizations. 


Ethiopia is almost completely covered by 1:250,000 scale series of topographic 
maps. The demand for this map is quite substantial, there is, therefore, a con- 
tinual revision and printing programme. Although these maps require a lot of 
revision and updating work especially with respect to place names it has not 
been possible to do this in full swing because of other priority workload. 
Originally these maps were compiled in six colours and with layer tints, but 
they are now being printed in four colours only for speeding up production and 
reducing costs. 


The 1:50,000 maps cover an area of high agricultural, geothermal, hydroelectri- 
cal, forest, mineral and water resources potential. The demand for these maps 
by a variety of government agencies and other international organizations con- 
cerned with development programmes in Ethiopia is very high. 
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A number of small scale maps ranging from 1:50,000 to 1:2,000,000 scale are 
available at the Agency. Attempts are being made to keep these maps up-to-date. 
One such attempt is the printing in colours of the 1:2,000,000 map which was 
completed in 1978. Although the Agency realizes the need for map revision pro- 
grammes, again this could not be fully implemented because of other priorities. 


The request for large scale mapping (scales 1:2,000--1:5,000) by development 
organizations for irrigation, hydroelectric power site, agricultural and other 
similar projects is also increasing. During this reporting period EMA completed 
a number of small mapping projects requiring the planning and execution of all 
production phases including strip triangulation using the Hewlett Packard 9821 a 
desk top computer. Furthermore, large scale maps for 50 towns covering a total 
area Of 160,000 hectars have been compiled for town planning purposes by munici- 
palities. All the ground control points required for each photogrammetic model 
and the aerial photography were provided by the ministry of Urban Development and 
Housing. The reason for the intensive ground survey work is because the control 
points are in any case necessary for subsequent cadastral surveying. The workload 
under this category was so high that it could not have been handled by the avail- 
able photogrammetic equipment without working in two shifts. 


Special Maps 


A large number of multi-colour geological and hydro-geological maps were printed 
for the Ministry of Mines. The base used for this purpose was the 1:250,000 
scale topographical map and all the relevant information was supplied by the 
Ministry. Several other special maps of a similar nature and charts were printed 
On request by a variety of users. 


Ethiopia is completely covered by 1:50,000 scale wide angle aerial photographs 
flown in conjunction with the 1:250,000 scale mapping project. These photo- 
graphs are fairly old taken between the period 1963-1967. However, they are 
still extensively used for mapping: resource studies and other photo interpreta- 
tion purposes. In 1971-72 a new wide angle photography at the scale of 1:50,000 
was specified for the EMA-DOS 1:50,000 joint mapping project. ~~ i« reason for 
deciding to fly new photography was because in the photographs some natural and 
man-made features would not have relevance and new features wiiich might have 
occurred in the course of time would not appear. 


A larger scale photography of 1:20,000 covering most of the central parts of the 
country was flown for the Ethiopian Roads Authority in 1957. These photographs, 
in addition to the route corridor surveys, the primary purpose for which they 
were intended are also being used for other large scale mapping photo-interpre- 
tation and a number of other purposes. 


Because in Ethiopia the facilities for taking small scale aerial photography do 
not exist, all of the above photographs were flown by foreign contracting firms. 
The topography of the country varies between 0-4553 metres and to get a small 
scale aerial photography of the order 1:50,000, a high performance aircraft with 
a ceiling of about 12,000 metres will be required. For sometime, therefore, 
such photographs will have to be supplied by foreign companies. 





The Ethiopian Airforce hes been 


very helpful in providing large 


scale photographs (1:5,00-1:15,000) . 
However, despite the high level of co- 
operation showa by the Airforce the 
demand for aerial photographs could 
not be fully met, Consequently, in ore 
der to cope with the situation the gov- 
ernment is planniing to establish a local 
aerial survey service. To this effeet ar- 
rangements are being made for the 
purchase of a survey camera and train- 
ing of the air survey crew. The task 
of EMA in this context will then be 
to co-ordinate all the natioual require- 
ments for aerial photographs and to 
accomplish the film processing and 
documentation of the photographs. 


Thematic Mapping 


Although topographic ‘mapping is 
the priority area, the need for general 
thematic maps and subsequent prepara- 
tion of a National Atlas cannot be 
overlooked because here again the de- 
mand for such maps by a variety of de- 
velopment planners and educators is 
very high. Thematic maps which ere 
used for satural resources inventory 
and investigation are being prepared 
and compiled as components of the. 
National Atlas of Ethiopia, which has. 
just been completed. In conjunction 
with the National Atlas, it is also ine 

tended to compile Atlases ef Admini- 
gtrative Regions of the country et dif- 
ferent levels depending on the availa- 
bility of information, Previously, pilot 
maps of the Arssi Administrative Re- 
gion were produced and the result of 
this exercise has bren encouraging. 
The ‘staff of the Survey Division 
consists of two professional end 12 
semi-professional surveys and 58 sur 
vey technicians who received practical 
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trainthg in survey techniques during 
their long service in the Agency, It is 
clear that the Division does not yet 
have all the necessary staff. The main 
reason for the critical shortage of 
trained manpower in this field is be- 
cause none of the higher educational 
institutions in the country give courses 
in surveying, In 1974.4 joint pro- 
gramme for the training of surveyors 
at a semi-professional leve] was initiat- 
ed by the Ethiopian Mapping Agency 
and the Addis Ababa University. Un- 
fortunately this programme was dis- 
continued in 1978 after the first batch 
of 13 surveyors graduated mainly be- 
cause there were not enough survey 
teachers. The Agency is now serious- 
ly considering the trainiig at univer- 
sity level of some surveyors through 
fellowships, and to this effect prepara: 
tions are already underway. 


Survey Equipment 


Almost the whole range of survcy 
equipment necessary for field operation 
are available in the Agency. These 
include sixteen T2 theodolites, four 
T3 theodolites, six MRA3 tellurome- 
tres, four N12 first order levels, three 
GK23 levels and a number of other 
survey accessories and a reasonable set 
of support facilities. 

The Mapping Division of EMA is 
composed of the Air Photo Laboratery, 
Photogrammetory, Cartography and 
the Reproduction Sections. Altogether 


- there are 94 employees in this Divi- 


sion, Most of the technicians have un- 
dergone in-service training on produc- 
tion work conducted by carrying opt 
all the practical work in their respecti- 
ve sections. Further training opportue 
nities are given to competent emplo- 
yees to study abroad through scholar- 
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ship grants obtained from friendly 
countries to qualify as technicians. 


Whereas the standard of training of 
these technicians could be rated as 
pretty adequate, it is clear that a more 
serious effort should be made to train 
more technicians to improve the pre 
sent insufficient number. Otherwise it 
is hardly possible to give all the re- 
quired cartographic services with the 
existing pumber of trained technicians. 

The, Mapping Division compered 
with the Survey Division is in similar 
position as far as trained staff at pro: 
fessional level is concerned, With a 
view to alleviating this constraint the 
EMA have approached the UNDP for 
assistance in the training of three sur 
veyors, one photo: ammetrist, one car- 
tographer all at university level’ and 
two equipment service technicians and 
one data processing expert. It is hoped 
that EMA's request would be met fa- 
vourably, If so it would ‘bea major 
step taken towards strengthening the 
Ageney particularly in those areas of 
project planning and management. 

Ethiopia is completely covered by a 
1:250,000 scale topograhic maps. 
Because most vf the contro! statious 
for these maps were obtained by air 
borne methods there are not enough 
stations established on the ground. 
It is therefore clear that a great deal 
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of geodetic survey work {s outstand- 
ing. 

The other areas where sufficicnt 
progress is noted is the rescarch work 
om thie geography of the country, the 
preparation of phote mosaics, the land 
use mapping, the cadastral and en- 
gineering surveying carried out upon 
request by a number of the country’s 
developmest organizations, 

It has been emphasized that short. 
age of trained manpower is the wa 
jer constraint confronting the Age- 
ney, stepe are therefore being taken 
by the Agency in the training at all 
levels of its staff so that it could carry 
eut independently the  vperation, 
planning and management of larger 
mapping projecets. :

SEMINAR REVIEWING PRODUCTION OF OIL SEEDS, PULSES 
Addis Ababa THE ETHIOPIAN HERALD in English 30 Oct 81 p 5 


[Text] A two-day seminar for assessing the achievements of the 1973 Ethiopian 
calendar year and analysing future undertakings opened at the assembly hall of 
the Ethiopian Oil Seeds and Pulses Export Corporation yesterday. The seminar 

which is being attended by thirty department heaus drawn from the head office 

and the regional branch offices, was declared open by Comrade Shiferaw Bekele, 
General Manager of the Corporation. 


During the two-days long session, the seminar participants will deliberate upon 
such subjects as plans and achievements, finance, administration, documentatioa 
and reporting, oil seeds and pulses purchasing and export capabilities. 


The seminar was necessitated because of the fact that oil seeds and pulses come 
next to coffee and skins and hides in securing foreign currency earnings for the 
country and hence require production both in bulk and quality. The seminar, 
therefore, is believed to come up with ways and means that would facilitate more 
production of oil seeds and pulses both for meeting the local demand and foreign 
market. It was learned that the seminar will play a major role in seeking solu- 
tions to certain problems encountered during the Ethiopian calendar year of 1973 
while at the same time working out ways of strengthening undertakings that 
brought good results last vear. 


Among the oil seeds for export are sesame, groundnuts and soyabeans while pulses 
include beans, lentils and harricot beans. Because of the high local demand for 
lentils, it has not been possible, so far, to export much. 


Tremendous Potential 


Ethiopian peasants cultivate peas and beans on the same plot of land with the 
notion that peas, being legumes, would fertilize the land. In reality, how- 
ever, the size of the beans has become as small as that of the peas. In order 
to alleviate this situation and produce quality beans and peas, the Corporation 
is engaged in the task of instructing peasants to cultivate them separately, 
the General Manager disclosed. Despite the fact that there is a tremendous 
potential for the marketing of oil seeds and pulses, the essential thing is 

for peasants to bring their produce to the market on time. To this end, the 
General Manager went on, the cooperation of the National Revolutionary Develop- 
ment Campaign (NRDC) and regional administrators is of paramount importance. 
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Comrade Shiferaw further disclosed that the Corporation has stations in Dessie, 
Dire Dawa, Nazareth and Addis Ababa for cleaning and packing oil seeds and 
pulses. Other than these, there are branches in Gondar, Dejen, Debre Berhan, 
Humera, Shire and Metema. The construction of stores accommodating from six 
thousand to seven thousand tons of oil seeds and pulses is nearing completion 
in bessie, Dire Dawa, Nazareth and Addis Ababa, he concluded.

ROLE OF OIL SEEDS IN EARNING OF FOREIGN EXCHANGE NOTED

[Text] Addis Ababa (ENA)--Oil seeds and oil products which have considerable 
demand in the international market, were identified in a report submitted to a 
seminar held at the Ethiopian Chamber of Commerce Wednesday as promising earn- 
ings of foreign exchange. 


The day-long seminar was convened to assess foreign trade and the role of oil 
seeds and oil products as export commodities. A report read to the gathering 
pointed out that although these commodities have great demand in the inter- 
national market, the production at home was not adequate so as to hit the plan 
target. 


It was projected that 50,000 tons of pulses would be exported during the current 
fiscal year for 35.5 million Birr in foreign currency. So far, 46,028 tons of 
the products were exported earning 36.2 million Birr. The Ethiopian Export 
Corporation of Oil, Grain and Pulses had earned 18.9 million Birr by exporting 
27,298 tons of pulses. 


According to the report the Corporation had met its quota by 172 per cent in as 
far as income is concerned. Performance this year shows 160 and 94 per cents 
more in quantity and income respectively as compared to the previous quota. 


In this connection, it was urged in the report that production cadres should 
heighten the awareness of the peasantry on the need for improved and more farm 
production and the application of better agricultural methods. 


Describing the oil seeds market, the report disclosed that there is a plan to 
export 25,000 tons of oil seeds this year and that 25.3 million Birr was secured 
up to now from the export of 14,497 tons of the commodity which by far exceed 
last year's export income. 


The report further pointed out that 94 per cent of the hard currency from oil 
seeds was obtained from the export of sesame and declared that the demand for 
oil seeds is rising in the world market. 


It was reported that the Ethiopian Oil Seeds and Pulses Export Corporation has 
hit its target by producing its quota of 11,980 tons. Meanwhile over 8.1 mil- 
lion Birr was obtained so far from the export of 23,236 tons of byproducts from 
the processing of oil seeds. The report also urged peasants to focus their 
attention on boosting the production of oil seeds.

BRITAIN GRANTS WATER-TREATMENT, OTHER ASSISTANCE

[Text] The British Government has approved three million pounds sterling for 
the provision of equipment to improve the water treatment system at Owabi and 
Barekese, in the Ashanti Region. 


This was disclosed by Mr James Mellon, British High Commissioner in Ghana, dur- 
ing a courtesy call on the Ashanti Regional Minister, Mr K. Antwi-Nimoh at the 
Regional Administration in Kumasi yesterday. 


Mr Mellon said apart from the three million pounds sterling his government had 
also provided materials for the construction of a school block for the people 
of Wonoo, a village in the Ashatn Region. 


Furthermore the British Government had provided 200,000 pounds sterling worth of 
equipment as a grant to the medical school of the University of Science and 
Technology (UST) in Kumasi. 


Mr Mellon stated that he was in Kumasi to donate equipment from the British Gov- 
ernment to the Department of Dispensing Technicians of the Kumasi Polytechnic 
and the Audio Visual Department of the Advanced Technical Teachers’ Training 
College also in Kumasi. 


"These,'’ Mr Mellon pointed out, “indicate the interest my government has in the 
general welfare of the country." 


In his reply, Mr Antwi-Nimoh expressed the Ghana Government's gratitude to 
Mr Mellon and the British Government for the assistance so far received. 


The Regional Minister, however, appealed to the British Government to provide 
the Ashanti Regional Administration with road building equipment either as a 
long term loan or as a grant to enable his administration tc rehabilitate most 
of the roads in the region. 


He mentioned road rehabilitation and agriculture as his administration's pri- 
orities and appealed for the necessary assistance. Mr Antwi-Nimoh also appealed 
through the High Commissioner to the British Government to invest in the coun- 
try's cocoa industry.

COOPERATION URGED ON ARMY-CMB COCOA EVACUATION

(Editorial: "The C.M.B. Cocoa Evacuation Exercise"] 


[Text] “COCOA is the life blood of this country” ~ 


is now a hackneyed statement which is 
slowly losing its meaning but the fact 
still remains that that commodity still 
provides a substantial portion of our 


foreign exchange earnings every year. 


The problems which beset the cocoa 
industry are as complex as they come 
and, over the years, observers of the 
industry could not help but conclude 
that given the expertise at our disposal 
and the enormous amount of money 
that an organisation like the Cocoe 
Marketing Board (CMB) charged with 
the administration of the industry 
oversees, there is absolutely no reason 
why the goose that lays the go/den egg 
should be seen to be, as it were, wic- 
kedly being strangled to death. 


The ‘Graphic’; is particularly worried 
about the perennial problem of cocoa 
being locked up in the hinterland whe- 
re this vital cash crop is grown. Our 
anxiety aver this state of affairs is ag- 
gravates by the realization that 
smuggling of crop across the borders 
is facilitated when the product is left 
out there for too long, not forgetting the 


possible deterioration which may setin 


and affect iis quality. 


Why the CMB cannot haul the cocoa to 
the coast for onward shipment or 
proper storage has been discussed so 
many times to merit repetition here but 
concerned citizens are bound to get 
worried over the apparent disagree- 
ment between the CMB and the Ghana 
Armed Forces over the evacuation 
exercise and the subsequent decision 
of the latter to withdraw. 


According to a G.B.C. report over the 
week-end, as ai October 8, about 
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70,000 tons of cocoa had been eva- 
cuated by the Ghana Armed Forces 
which leaves about 82,500 tons to be 
lifted. This is quite serious considering 

- the fact that it was precisely the inabi- 
lity of the existing CMB machinery to 
evacuate the cocoa which led to the 
Armed Forces stepping in to alleviate 
the situation. 


lt is our view that the enormity of the 
country’s transportation mess, espe- 
clally in the haulage sector due to the 
scarcity of inputs and deterioration in 
the physical infrastructure leading to 
almost a labyrinthine search for cocoa 
locked up in the growing areas, sugg- 
ests that the organisations which have 
the facilities to help in this exercise be 
allowed to do so without unnecessary 

- Impediments put in their way. 


Accusations and counter-accusations, , 
such as we have witnessed between 
the CMB and the Ghana Armed Forces, 
do nobody any good because as far as 
the Ghanaian public is concerned, the 
only objective of the whole exercise is 
to bring the cocoa out of the bush. 
Anything short of that would be consi- 
dered a national disaster. 


It the CMB had been abie to discharge its 
duty effectively in this direction, the 
Army would not have been broughtinin 
the first place. The two institutions 
should come together to work out ways 
and means of getting this one impor- 
tant job done once and for all. 

Later, a machinery can be set up to help 
accelerate the evacuetion of cocoa 
whenever there are indications that a 
bottie-neck has appeared in the haula- 
ge system. In this regard ‘co-operation’ 
should be the only operative word.

PARTY CONGRESS OPENS IN BISSAU 
Radicalization Reported

[Text] Bissau, 11 Nov (AFP)--The tendency at the Congress of the African Indepen- 
dence Party of Guinea-Bissau and Cape Verde [PAIGC] which is being held in Bissau, 
is toward radicalization. 


Several delegates ahve called for the strengthening of Guinea-Bissau's relations 
with socialist countries and their vanguard parties as well as with progressive 
organizations of capitalist parties. 


These delegates blamed the former leadership of the PAIGC, which was in office be- 
fore the overthrow of former President Luiz Cabral on 14 November 1980, for not 
sufficiently thanking the socialist countries for the aid they gave to the PAIGC 
during its liberation war, Mr Mario Cabral, minister of education and spokesman of 
the congress, who was reporting on the general deba*2 held behind closed doors, 
told reporters. 


Some delegates also demanded that the aspirations of national concord should be 
clearly spelled out. This national concord was proclaimed by the revolutionary 
council which has been performing the duties of the head of state and the national 
assembly since 14 November 1980. 


When that principle of national concord was announced, several representatives of 
organizations of exiles such as the front for the struggle for Guinea-Bissau inde- 
pendence, fling, expressed a desire to return home to get involved in the management 
of the country's affairs. Those organizations, rejecting any form of union between 
Guinea-Bissau and Cape Verde, had opposed the PAIGC which wanted to construct pro- 
gressive, organic unity. The representatives of the organizations were also the 
champions of economic liberaiism. 


When the relations between both countries deteriorated after 14 November 1980, and 
an African Independent Party for Cape Verde was established in PRAIA, the fling and 
other related movements sent delegates to Bissau. Several top-level officials of 
these organizations have returned to Bissau. These facts stirred up reactions at 
the PAIGC congress.

A delegate said that any citizen of Guinea-Bissau can individually return home to 
contribute his efforts to his country. But it must be clear that the PAIGCC must 
remain the only force holding political control in the country. Another delegate 

to the congress [word indistinct] by Mario Cabral, was even more precise: We uphold 
national concord at the state and not at the party level, he said.

This is the first PAIGC congress since the 14 November 1980 coup d'etat which over- 
threw President Luis Cabral, and also since Cape Verde decided to form its own party, 
the African Independence Party of Cape Verde [PAICV]. Brigadier General Vieira 
stated that the political training of the FARP will be increased, while the basic 
committees of the PAICC in the armed forces have been broadened. For the first time 
this year, a national conference of the FARP took place and their delegates represent 
17.2 percent of the members of the PAIGC congress.

[Text] Bissau, 13 Nov (AFP)--The congress of the African Independence Party of 
Guinea-Bissau and “ape Verde, PAIGC, which cintinues its deliberations in Camera in 
Bissau, has decided not to create the post of deputy security general, it is indicat- 
ed by Mario Cabral, the minister of education and spokesman of the congress. 


An order of precedence will exist within the major organs that the congress has to 
create and elect, which will be called the Central Committee and the Political 
Bureau. Moreover, none of the members of these organs will have any clear-cut 
pre-eminence over the others, with the exception of the secretary general. 


Observers believe that the secretary general will be Gen Joao Bernardo Vieira, a 
personality from the war of independence and president of the revolutionary council 
which toppled President Luiz Cabral in November of last year. 


If the post of deputy secretary general had been retained, it would have gone to 
victor Saude Maria, vice president of the revolutionary council and minister of 
foreign affairs, observers stress. Mario Cabral has announced that the PAIGC con- 
gress has decided to formally exclude Mr Pereira and Mr Cabral from the party's 
ranks. Evidently these exclusions have only a symbolic character since they only 
confirm a fact. But then, by shutting out the former leaders before nominating new 
ones, the Bissau congressmen want to imply that in their own view the former legiti- 
mate PAIGC still continues to exist not in Praia, but rather in Bissau.

PAST FAILURE SHOWS LESSON TO BE LEARNED IN CHAD

[Text] One is at a loss as to the reasons why Libya asked its troops to leave 
Ndjamena in less than 3 days and Chadian territory in less than a week. Was Colonel 
al-Qadhdhafi irritated by the fact that President Goukouni had asserted in Paris a 
few days earlier that he had asked the Libyans to leave his country immediately? 


But is it not a sign of disrespect for a head of state for us to suppose for one 
instant that he would act in precipitation following a change in humor? 


This being said, the facts are there. The Libyans, who entered Chad at the request 
of President Goukouni, chased out Hissein Habre and ended the civil war, that is 
the suffering of thousands of Chadians, many of whom had had to go into exile to 
flee the fighting thus losing everything and being separated from their homes. 


But it is undeniable that the presence of the Libyans quickly became overbearing for 
the Chadians, and the majority wished for their departure. This establishment of 
facts does not in any way imply a judgment on this presence neither does it imply a 
judgment of the possible political afterthoughts of the Libyan and Chadian leaders. 


It simply shows that men everywhere are jealous of their independence, and of their 
personalities so that one cannot impose on them someone they have not chosen and 
adopted willingly. The Libyans, therefore, left at a time when the Franco-~African 
summit in Paris was discussing the sending to Chad of an inter-African peace-keeping 
force and even before this force had been set up France, a friendly power, had pro- 
mised to finance it. 


The Libyan initiative is a challenge, whether deliberate or not, which is being 
thrown to the African heads of state. These heads must meet it in the best way 
possible. 


At the height of the Chadian civil war a similar force was set up and it was to 

have comprised Benin, Guinea and Congo, but there was so much beating about the bush 
that it never materialized. President Goukouni therefore had to approach his 
neighbor, also an OAU member country, who intervened successfully. 
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Some will think that this first experience does not in principle augur well for the 
second, but others, like us, think that the African heads of state can learn their 
lesson from this first failure and prevent it from repeating itself. 

"I am African and I am familiar with everything that is African," says President 
Felix Houphouet-Boigny. This is the time for all African leaders to recall this 
beautiful thought. Our independence is one and indivisible, as is Africa. We 
cannot claim to be independent in our own states and leave a brother country to 
decay and not consider its problems as our own by leaving it at the mercy of any 
country powerful enough to evercome it. 


The ideals of African unity recommend another way of behavior, that of responsibility 
and solidarity. We are conforming to this behavior by creating this inter-African 
peace-keeping force for Chad. That country has suffered long enough so it merits 
such aid no matter how expensive it is to provide it.

[Excerpts] By a decree of 8 July 1981, the Ivory Coast is going to acquire in the 
next few years a sixth hydroelectric dam, that of Soubre, following Ayame I and II, 
Kossu, Taabo, and Buyo. The development of the country requires this new work, 

which is integrated into a comprehensive plan drawn up by Ivory Coast Electric 

Power (EECI) and which aims at guaranteeing by the year 2000 power production "nec- 
essary both for the vast industrialization of the country and for the usual indis- 
pensable domestic and public uses,” thanks to a series of hydroelectric installations. 


Soubre: Half of the Ivorian Potential 


This new dam is located 80 kilometers downstream from the Buyo hydroelectric instal- 
lation, 120 kilometers north of the port of San Pedro, and 90 kilometers east of 

the Ivorian-Liberian frontier. It will be built on the Sassandra, which is the 

third largest river of the Ivory Coast in terms of its drainage area (74,000 square 
kilometers), but the largest in terms of its power potential, 6,575 billion kilowatt- 
hours, or 53 percent of the national potential. The present project represents the 
maximum which it is possible to derive from the site chosen, that of the Nawa falls, 
namely an installed capacity of 360,000 kilowatts, corresponding to an annual poten- 
tial production of 1,623 million kilowatt-hours. 


The total cost of the operation is on the order of $600 million (about 168 billion 
CFA francs) and will include, in addition to the dam, power lines and the recon- 
struction of the roads. 


The work will begin in the last few months of 1982, or 1 year after the next signing 
of the financing agreement. The power units could begin operating in 1986 at the 
latest. 


Such an achievement, the largest ever undertaken in the Ivory Coast in the field of 
development of hydroelectric power, cannot be done without totally transforming the 
face of the region. It was therefore necessary to inform "household dwellers" and 
to hear their concerns and suggestions in a way to calm them as required. Messrs 
Konan Lambert, director-general of the EECI, and Charles Donwahi, deputy from Sou- 
bre, accompanied by technicians, administrators, and local officials, performed 
this important and delicate mission in early August in the little town of Soubre. 








"The date of 30 July 1981," said Mr Donwahi, "will be engraved in letters of gold 
in the memory of the people of Soubre. The selection of Soubre as the location of 
a public work of exceptional importance in the development of our country and the 
total cost of the work on this project, which represents the greatest investment 
ever made in our country on this type of project, inspires an infinite gratitude to 
the Father of the Nation...." 


Modern Villages 


As the second speaker, Mr Lambert Konan, after presenting the technical aspects of 
the future dam, described the socio-economic impact on the region. 


"The impact of the development of the hydroelectric power of Soubre on the locali- 
ties concerned will be as great as the size of the construction which will be accom- 
plished there," said the director-general of the EECI. The 170 square kilometers 

of the surface of the artificial lake which will be created will cause the flooding 
of uhe same extent of lands and forests, and perhaps of mineral riches. Of course, 
the villages, crops, and roads located on these lands will likewise be flooded and 
will therefore have to be reestablished. 


It remains nevertheless true that the flooding will be an opportunity for the popu- 
lation to move to a new and modern habitation. It is particularly important to 
stress here the unpublished fact that the new villages will be built at the same 
time as the hydroelectric installation itself. There is consequently no risk of 
temporary villages, and still less of bare platforms after the work as was unfor- 
tunately the case elsewhere. 


Ivory Coast Electric Power, contractvr for both the installation properly speaking 
and the corollary works, including che rehousing of the population, actually intends 
to build villages where the displaced populations will really feel at home, and 
which will have no reason to envy other modern Ivory Coast villages, the supply of 
electricity and potable water being provided in the program. The access roads to 
these villages will, of course, be rebuilt at the same time as the villages then- 
selves. The same is true for the establishment of new plantations. All these 
achievements will be possible thanks to the interlocking efforts of all the minis- 
tries concerned, whose activities will be coordinated by the EECI. 


The development of the hydroelectric power of Soubre will therefore blow a new 
breeze in the region. There is no doubt but that the jobs created by the project 
will leave competent workers in place. The hydroelectric development will also 
leave near Soubre a project headquarters town equipped with a complete infrastruc- 
ture, including recreation areas and also a completely equipped hospital, accessible 
to the local people. 


The Soubre region will therefore not only be opened up, but endowed with new and 
modern means for its economic and social development.”

TEA CLONE=--A tea bush clone expected to have the highest yield per hectare in 

the world has been discovered in the Kabianga area, Belgut Division, Kericho. 

A clone is a group of plants produced from one original seedling. The new clone 
could yield over 3,500 kg of made tea per hectare annually. The discovery was 
disclosed by the deputy superintendent of the Kericho-based African Highland 
Produce (AHP) Tea Company, Mr William Kettienya when addressing councillors from 
Kirinyaga County Council. The civic officials visited Kabianga tea farm during 
an educational tour of Kericho District. Mr Kettienya said Kabianga had the most 
favourable conditions for tea growing in the world. Last year, the Kabianga Tea 
Farm produced 70,000 kg. of tea, he said.

[Text] Cuttington--The City of Gbarnga has been in complete darkness for the 
past four months. The electricity problem started since June of the current 
year, and up till now, conditions still remain the same, 


Bong County is very much fortunate in the Renublic of Liberia for the mere fact 
that it has one of the country's two higher institutions of learning--Cuttington 
University College, one of the country's best hospitals--Phebe Hospital, the 
Central Agricultural Experimentation Station in Suacoco, -the Bong County Agricul- 
tural Development Project (BCADP), and many other developments that can cater to 
the needs of the entire citizens of Bong County. 


However, the problem of electricity has been the setback of most operations in 
the county, and will continue to be if feasibility studies are not made to 
improve the electricity situation in the country. 


The electricity problem has caused many businesses with the city limit to close 
down, and hence government can no longer generate revenue from these businesses, 


On the other hand, the generator presently in the Power House is too small to 
supply electricity to the growing city of Gbarnga. 


The constant breakdown of the generator served as an impending factor to the 
Liberian economy in this sector of the country. 


Four months ago, electricity had not been supplied to the many customers, and 
hence electricity bills cannot be paid to the Regional Electricity Corporation 
Office in Gbarnga. 

Sacrifice 


From reliable sources, the LEC workers in Gbarnga have had the strong conviction 
that the breakdown of the generator has been caused by a supernatural force 
(Ginna) around the power house which is very close to the soldier barracks. 
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With this pre-notion, the workers got together on Saturday, October 24 for a 
sacrifice. The sacrifice was made with a white sheep and many other sacrificial 
components. 


The question here is whether the electricity problem has been caused by a super- 
natural force or it is lack of manpower in maintaining the generator. 


Electricity is of essential necessity to Bong County because it serves as a 
gateway for Lofa, Nimba, Grand Gedeh, Sinoe and Maryland counties. 


These counties are bordered by neighbouring counties like Sierra Leone, Guinea 
and the Ivory Coast. 


And before reaching the capital of Liberia (Monrovia), Bong County is the central 
check-point. In order to have an efficient security task force at this check- 
point, a 24-hour electricity system must be considered in safeguarding immigration 
problems of the nation.

ITALY TO PROVIDE LOAN FOR MONROVIA STREET REPAVING 
Monrovia NEW LIBERIAN in English 2 Nov 81 pp l, 7

[Text] Italy will provide about $10 million for the reconstruction and re- 
surfacing of Monrovia streets. 


According to Public Works Minister Major Erwin Brooks, the loan which is 

scheduled for implementation mid-December, will cater to the construction 
and re-surfacing of streets in Monrovia, the main streets in Paynesville, 
Logantown, New Kru Town and West Point. 


He said the Barnersville and New Georgia roads will be included if the resources 
being made available, coupled with local resources, are adequate. 


The Public Works Minister who was speaking in an interview Tuesday said pending 

the availability of the Italian funds, his Ministry will carry out the repairing 
and re=surfacing of streets from appropriations in the recurrent budget for this 
year. 


The re-surfacing of the streets of Lynch and Newport are to be given priority. 


But Minister Brooks pointed out that this will not commence until weather condi- 
tion becomes favorable. 


Major Brooks also said his Ministry has been given a mandate by government to 
explore all possible avenues, locally and externally, for the paving of the 
Ganta-Tappita, Tappita-Zwedru, Zwedru-Greenville and Zwedru-Harper highways. 


He said the Public Works Ministry has already applied to contractors to give cost 
quotation on the highway section between Ganta and Tappita. Feasibility studies 
and detailed designing, according to him, have already been done on this section. 


The Ministry is also in the process of executing a pre-feasibility study on the 
section between Tappita and Zwedru, he stated, 
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"Tf all goes well in getting the money we are negotiating, we hope that within 
the next five years we will have completed the paving of the roads between Ganta- 
Tappita-Zwedru-Greenville, and Zwedru-Harper," Major Brooks said. 


In regards to the Gbarnga-Voinjama-Kolahun highways, the Public Works Minister 
said consultants have been applied for detailed designing. But he indicated that 
his Ministry wish complete the eastern highways before focusing attention on the 
western highways. 


Minister Brooks who attended last month's annual mecting of the World Bank, said 
he was afforded the opportunity to acquaint World Bank officials with the problems 
his Ministry is faced with. 


He siaid the World Bank was also approached for its funding of the completion of 
the highway link between Kakata and Totota. The World Bank reportedly said it was 
unatle to provide the funds directly, but did approach other financing agencies 

to ..o-finance the project, according to Minister Brooks. Negotiations, he said, 
is now going on. 


He further revealed that his Ministry $80 million proposal for the 5th Highway 
Maintenance Program (81-86) was presented to the World Bank for study.

"L'UNITA' INTERVIEWS PRESIDENT MACHEL

[Interview with Mozambique President Samora Machel in Milan by Guido Bimbi, undated: 
"Dear Europe, You Are no Longer the Center of the World") 


[Text] Samora Machel was delighted: his official visit to Italy--the Mozambique 
president's first to a NATO and EEC country--produced "very good results." "Italy's 
commitment," he said, "is great. It is our best partner among the EEC countries." 
But the main aim of his visit, he confessed, was more ambitious than this. It was 
to "commit our two governments to shouldering responsibility for the relations of 
friendship and solidarity that formed in the past between our two peoples, that is, 
to impart an institutional character to these relations. This was the main aim of 
the visit, and I believe that it has certainly been achieved, in view of the quality 
of my meetings with Prime Minister Spadolini and with minister and party leaders." 


Warm Welcome 


This aspect of the visit to Italy--what we might call the political-cum-emotional 
aspect--was further enriched by the "warm welcome" received from the state authori- 
ties and first and foremost from [President] Pertini. "An African living in the 
Quirinale Palace!" Samora Machel exclaimed, recalling the centuries of humiliation 
suffered by his people, and discussing the man who made a strong impression on him 
with his past deeds and his frankness. "It was the first time I had spoken so di- 
rectly with a head of state." He added: "One can understand why Pertini is a parti- 
san. Pertini knows what foreign occupation, imprisonment, torture and war mean." 


It was with these remarks that my second, rambling interview with the Mozambique 
president bega.. We met previously in Maputo, soon after independence, and at this 
meeting in Milan, at the end of his visit to Italy, I found the same ebullient, 
humorous and enthusiastic man as before. Samora is « difficult interlocutor. As 
he talked he fidgeted with his chair and with the table in front of him, pestering 
his interviewer and refusing to observe any kind of question-and-answer pattern. 
The last word of the previous sentence always prompted in him some new idea, which 
he did not even try to restrain. And so from Pertini he jumped to war and from war 
to Europe. "Only those who have suffered war," he announced solemnly, "can really 
know the value of peace." Shaking his head, he added: "The Americans do not know 
what a bombardment is like. We who have suffered this tragedy and who are now ex- 
periencing the tragedy of widowhood and orphanage and of destroyed homes and plants 
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can well understand the desire for peace being demonstrated by the European peoples. 
We can understand their anxieties over the arms race. And there is real cause for 
concern when a negative meaning is attached even to the term ‘pacifist.* We can 
understand your anxieties over the production of new deadly weapons such as th 
neutron bomb, designed specifically to be used in this Europe that has been the 
theater or so many wars and so many tragedies. —_ 


Then, with the same frankness as Pertini, Samora Machel disclosed his perplexities. 
Indeed, his satisfactio.u with the results combined--in a complex mixture of feelings 
--with the feared confirmation that, despite everything, Eruope still regards the 
world as if Europe were its center, ignoring the specific and original aspects of 
the major liberation movement of former colonial peoples. It perceives only some 
of its implications of global significance, often distorting the complexity of the 
real situations to fit them into the old and rigid patterns of bipolarism. 


In the many verdicts, questions and opinions heard by Samora Machel during the past 
few days in our country he has perceived a lack of real interest in the problems 

of Mozambique and of the other Third World peoples, a lack of interest in the actual 
reasons for the political choices and cultural and ideological solutions with 

which his interlocutors appear so concerned. Above all he perceived widespread sus- 
picion regarding the nature of Mozambique's nonalignment, because it receives aid 
from and maintains close relations with the Soviet Union, but little regard for the 
reasons--however simple--for this aid and this solidarity, namely the South African 
threat. Samora Machel was surprised. He was sarcastic--even harshly so--in his 
comments on all this, but also basically bitter. "Our independence is doubted," he 
said. What he clearly implied was: After all, I, a communist, president of a coun- 
try that has opted for socialism, have come here to a NATO country to propose and to 
facilitate a friendship between our governments as great as the friendship that 

has existed between our peoples since the time of the liberation war. 


At this point our rambling conversation jumped to another topic--a lengthy digres- 
sion before our interrupted discussion was resumed. The reference to South Africa 
brought us onto the subject of the crisis in Southern Africa. He is worried about 
the divergences that have emerged between the United States and Europe on the Namibia 
question. "The stiffening by the United States," he said, "and Europe's new and 
willing attitude must not lead to a break in the institutional mechanisms hitherto 
used, such as the "contact group." We hope that this will not happen and ask the 
Europeans and Italy too--which, though not a member, does wield great influence-- 

to speak out more to ensure that what has been achieved hitherto is not lost and 
that UN resolution 435 can be implemented as soon as possible." The implicit 
appreciation of the stances adopted by the European countries on this point was 
accompanied by a criticism--and a harsh one--of the stance that they have adopted 

on sanctions against South Afric2z, however. "It is simply a mystification to ab- 
stain from voting on or to vote against the sanctions, with the argument that they 
would harm the countries of the region," he exclaimed. "We have never said anything 
that would justify such an argument. We bclieve that Europe and the West should 
discuss this problem and take specific decisions on some kind of pressure to force 
South Africa to accept resolution 435. Then we could discuss it together and if 
necessary coordinate forms of compensation."

After this lengthy digression we returned to the point at which we interrupted our 
discussion. "The Europeans," Samora Machel argued, "speak on the basis of their own 
viewpoint and presume that it is valid for and comprehensible to everyone. On the 
other hand, if we speak on the basis of an African viewpoint, then the misunderstand- 
ings and incomprehensions begin." In other words, Eurocentrism is a continuation 

of colonialism by other means. 


The Mozambique president discussed this complex political problem at length, sar- 
castically, somecimes angrily, always emotionally. "In order to regard us as 
democrats you Europeans go so far as to presume that we invent a national bourgeoisie, 
which is something that you took good care to avoid doing during five centuries of 
colonial domination. In short, arguing according to Eurocentric schemes, you even 
presume that we change society solely to adhere to your models. But the fact from 
which we must proceed is that no national bourgeoisie exists, and socioeconomic 
building must take this specific point into account." 


"Our Kind of Marxism" 


Once embarked on these topics, Samora Machel is unstoppable. Only one of his aides 
manages to stop him by pointing to his watch. Indeed, the Mozambique president is 
leaving our country after 6 busy days of meetings and talks. But before taking 

his leave he was keen to end our conversation by reminding me of the "origins of 
Marxism and of the Mozambique liberation front" and indirectly defending--to anyone 
who has doubts about it--the independence that Mozambique gained at the cost of su 
much suffering. "We are labeled tools of the Soviet Union because we are Marxists. 
We are accused of having imported a foreign ideology into Africa. But is social 
democracy--which wants to proliferate in Africa--a production of African political 
thinking3 Is capitalism African? Our kind of Marxism is the original product of 
our people's struggle. Anybody who has not experienced a people's war perhaps can- 
not know what a wealth of thinking it can produce, how much imagination it can re- 
lease. We struggle against foreign domination, colonial exploitation, inequality, 
racism and humiliation. Is all this an importation of foreign ideology? It was by 
coming to terms with these problems and our country's real conditions that our na- 
tional liberation struggle became a revolution. We became Marxists through struggle, 
not by means of books: they came later. We now express all this by saying that our 
ideology is a synthesis of the practice of struggle for the liberation of our home- 
land and the principles. of Marxism. This is why our party is a vigorous and dynamic 


one.'

BEIRA PORT BUOYS DESTROYED BY SABOTAGE 
Sabotage Described

[Text] Eight buoys used to guide traffic in the access channel to Beira port were 
destroyed early this morning by sabotage. The destruction of these buoys will tem- 
porarily make it difficult to use the second largest port in the country, thus threat- 
ening links with Zimbabwe, Malawi, Zambia and Zaire, all countries that use Beira 
port for the import and export of their goods. Repairs to the buoys are already 
taking place. Contacts made with the MOZAMBIQUE NEWSAGENCY in Beira said that the 
characteristics of the operation (?points to) the participation of a highly-trained 
military command. On 29 October 1981, a similar operation destroyed the road and 
rail bridges over Pungue River, an action carried out by the so-called National 
Resistance Movement, a creation of the South African security services. South 
African specialists were employed in this operation. 


The act of sabotage against Beira port, together with the earlier operation, is 
aimed at isolating Beira port and fhe rest of the country, and at blocking the main 
link of Zimbabwean exports and imports. 


Corn is now being transported along the Beira-Umtali railroad and the port of 
Sofala's capital. This corn was bought from Zimbabwe by the FAO to assist African 
countries affected by drought. 


In global terms, South African strategy aims at ending the Southern African develop- 
ment coordination committee transportation cooperation project.

DTA WILL BREAK WiTH SA IF NEED BE, SAYS BEN AFRICA 
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[Text] 


THE DTA will break 
with SA over the Western 
initiative if the SA Govern- 
ment forces the DTA into 
an untenable situation. 

This stern warming was 
made in Rehoboth on Satur- 
day by DTA Deputy President 
Dr Ben Africa. 

He was addressing a well- 
attended meeting in the Barter 
town. ; 

Dr Africa made it clear in 
no uncertain terms that the 
DTA was not prepared to par- 
ticipate in a UN-supervised 
election which was not free 
and fair and that it would not 
respond to pressure from SA 
to do so either. 

“We are not SA stooges,” 
he charged. 

Dr Africa's speech comes 
amid speculation that all ® not 
well in relations between the 
DTA and the AG Mr Danie 
Hough and the SA Govern- 
ment. 
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“We were disappointed after 
our talks with the PM Mr Piet 
Botha and his colleagues this 
week because they were not 
able to give us the information 
we requested on the latest in- 
itiative.” 

COMPLICATED ra 

Dr Africa conceded 
however that the plan seemed 
complicated and that the US 
had to sell it to other parties. 

“To date we haven't been 
told what is to happen”, he 
said. 

“The US Deputy Secretary 
for State Mr Richard Clarke 
said when he was in Windhoek 
earher this year that he would 
see to it that we were kept fully 
in the picture. We are still 
waiting.” 

Dr Africa warned however 
that the DTA would refuse to 
reveal its bottom line to the 
Crocker delegation this week. 

“What is the US's bottom 
line.” he asked. 

“What will the US do if 
Swapo refuses to participate in 
the election? 
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“Nor will we oe pressurised 
by SA. We are not their 
stooges. If confrontation 
comes, we have our own sup- 
port.” 

HOUR OF 
RECKONING 

Nonetheless, said Dr 
Africa: “Nobody really knows 
what will happen next year, 
but the hour of reckoning 
could be in sight. The time 
may have arrived to meet 
Swapo on equal ground. I 
have a feeling that within the 
months ahead we will be mov- 
ing into an election that will 
have to be won. If it is not 


won, I can’t tell you how 
serious the repercussions will 


Dr Africa also hit out at 
former Cabinet Minister and 
NCP leader Dr Connie 
Mulder who will address a 
White meeting in Windhoek 
this week, saying that the im- 
ing was most inopportune. 

“We can do without Dr 
Mulder’s presence at this 
delicate stage,” he said. 


MUDGE CALLS WHITE AUTHORITY ‘A MONSTER' 
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[Text] 


THE NATIONAL Party 
is exploiting the present 
constitution in SWA (AG 
8) and the White represen- 
tative authority has become 
a monster. 


So said Council of 
Ministers’ Chairman Mr Dirk 
Mudge in a hardhitting speech 
in Rehoboth on Saturday. 

“The DTA had never in- 
tended that this should happen 
and it will endeavour to do 
everything possible to correct 
the situation,” he said. 

“There is a great danger 
that because of such exploita- 
uon, the system will be re- 
jected. And if that were to 
happen, the guilt would have 
to be placed squarely on the 
shoulders of the NP, my peo- 
ple’s party.” 

The same sentiments were 
expressed by DTA Deputy 
President Dr Ben Africa who 
shared the same platform as 
Mr Mudge. 

“There is nothing wrong 
with the principles of the pre- 
sent system, but it is being 
openly exploited and 
manipulated by the NP,” Dr 
Africa charged. 

“We wanted a country with 
a strong central government 
and representative authorities 
with limited powers, and the 
last thing we wanted was for 
them to fight each other. The 
system works in both the US 
and Germany and there is no 
reason why it shouldn't work 
here.” 
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Dr Africa hinted that the 
DTA’s relations with. the AG 
Mr Danie Hough and the SA 
Government were not all that 
healthy on this score. 

_ MISUSED 

Both Mr Mudge and Dr 
Africa aliged that the NP had 
misused its powers on health 
and education in particular. 

Said Mr Mudge: “We can’t 
have 11 teachers training col- 
leges in Windhoek which are 
75 percent empty. We cant 
have 11 conservatoires to meet 
the whims of every ethnic 
group. Music is international. 
Music is not English, 
Afrikaans, German, Damara 
or Nama. We can’t sell this 
sort of thing to the people. 

“It is out intention that the 
system be a fair one and that it 
have credibility. It is not an 
apartheid system. It gives 
recognition to differences like 
flowers in a garden.” 

Said Dr Africa: “Eighty 
percent of the Windhoek 
Teachers Training College is 
not used. The last thing this 
country can afford is having a 
lecturer earning R22000 a 

year and having only five stu- 
dents in his class.” 

Mr Mudge said that the 
DTA was alarmed that it was 
being blamed for things for 
which it was not responsible 
and for this reason it was 
determined to put things nght. 

He confirmed that a com- 
mittee had been appointed at 
the highesi level in the DTA to 
investigate these problems 
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urgently and that it would be 
reporting in the near future. 
This was reported in The 
Advertiser last week. 
DEMOCRATIC 

“We are a democratic party 
and we are not afraid to look 
at ourselves just as one looks 
at a mirror,” he said. 

Mr Mudge refuted however 
that there was any question of 
a split in the DTA over the 
question of the emphasis that 
is being placed on ethnicity. 
He referred specifically to a 
report in The Advertiser and 
remarks that have been at- 
tributed to the Editor, Mr 
Leon Kok. 

Neither The Adveritser nor 
Leon Kok reported or sug- 
gested that a split was in the 
offing, but made it clear that 
differences had emerged. The 
Advertiser stands by its 
orginal report which was 
reported in good faith from 
usuaily reliable sources. Mr 
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Mudge made fun in his speech 
about those sources. 

Without confirming or 
denying the report, Mr Mudge 
said that differences arise con- 
stantly within the alliance, but 
it does not necessarily lead to 
screaming or drama. 

“Differences have emerged 


between us often in the past six * 


years and they were far worse 
in the beginning than they are 
now,” he said. 

“I ask this: what other 
political party in this country 
with 1! ethnic groups and so 
much diversity can claim to 
have remained intact for so 
long.” 


Pointing to Mr Max 


Haraseb who was also on the 
stage, Mr Mudge remarked: 
“If there was a split everytime 
that Mr Haraseb and I fought, 
the DTA would have split 20 
times by now.” 
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The Advertiser report sug- 
gested that the DTA might 
look. to some form of 
geographical basis in its future 
policy development, but Mr 
Mudge hinted that this would 
not be the case. 


COMPLICATE 

He did not rule it out per se, 
but he for example hit out at 
NP leader Mr Kosie Pretorius’ 
concept of a confederation, 
saying that the introduction of 
geographical authorities in the 
country would further com- 
plicate the system.

NP LEADER QUESTIONS CONTROL OF OWN FUTURE

INTERNATIONAL 
vested interests in SWA in- 
dependence raised a ques- 
tion mark over the right of 


the Territory's people to 
map out their own destiny, 
a deputy leader of the SWA 
National Party, -Mr Jannie 
de Wet, said at Outjo in the 
north-west of the Territory. 

“In these days of negotia- 
tion politics with South Africa, 
the United Nations and the 
Western powers, it is 
proclaimed almost daily that 
SWA and its people must 
decide for themselves,” Mr De 
Wet said in a speech made 
available to Sapa. 

“But can this still be stated 
with justification?” 

Mr De Wet was speaking on 
the eve of the handing over 
of a set of Western proposals to 
the Territory’s internal parties. 

The proposais contaming 
guidelines for a post- 
independence constitution will 
be delivered in Windhoek to- 
day to political leaders in the 
Territory by the Canadian 
Ambassador to South Africa, 
Mr Robert Middleton, and a 
representative of the US Em- 
bassy in Pretoria. 

A similar set of documents 
would be handed over 
simultaneously to the SA 
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Government in Cape Town for 
studying in preparation of the 
arrival on Wednesday of a 15- 
man Western Contact Group 
delegation, headed by the US 
Assistant Secretary of State 
for African Affairs, Dr 
Chester Crocker. 

In his speech, Mr De Wet 
said the Third World sup- 
ported by Soviet Russia, had 
an interest in SWA _ in- 
dependence to promote expan- 
sionistic objectives. { 

“The West, in turn, wants 
independence for SWA, 
because it is under pressure 
from Third World states.” 

CHOICE 

Political parties in SWA had 
to form a united front against 
Swapo and put before the 
Western negotators the choice 
of whether they wanted a 
prosperous new independent 
state in Africa, or whether 
they wanted to hand over the 
Territory to communist rule. 

A marxist government in 
SWA would result in the 
country joining the growing 
queue of poverty-stricken and 
starvin sovercign states, 
many of whom were in Africa. 

UNAVOIDABLE 

Mr De Wet said elections 
under international supervi- 
sion seemed unavoidable if 
SWA was to win 
internationally-recognised in- 
dependence. 

But the SWA NP could not 
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accede unconditionally to one 
man one vote _ pre- 


independence eiections. 

Prerequisites for such polls 
were that the UN would have 
to demonstrate unequivocaly 
its impartiality as an ar- 
bitrator, and a ceasefire would 
have to be called, lasting for 
several months “so that cir- 
cumstances can return to nor- 
mal.” 

Apart from constitutional 
and political guarantees for in- 
dependence, the SWA NP 
would also seek economic and 
administrative guarantees. 

“We cannot summarily be 
cut off from SA on whom we 
depend for our infrastructure 
and direct as well as indirect 
financial aid.” 

GUARANTEES 

Property rights should be 
guaranteed by an international 
trust fund set up under the 
trusteeship of SA and the US. 

Proceeds should be used to 
reimburse property owners 
who lost their land to 
nationalisation or who found it 
possible to continue living in 
SWA after independence. 

Mr De Wet said guaranteed 
land ownership, through 
recourse to courts of law, as 
was guaranteed to Zim- 
babweans, would be worthless 
if the courts were loaded in 
favour of nationalisation 
programmes. — Sapa 


JAAP MARAIS VOWS TO FIGHT 435

STRONG CALLS for armed resistance 
against the implementation of UN Resolution 
435 in SWA and a decisive military and 
economic offensive against the African 
Frontline states were made to the Whites in 
both SA and SWA at a mass rally in 


Windhoek last night. 


Over 1000 conservative 
Whites attended last night’s 
protest mass meeting in 
SWA’s capital organised by ° 
the HNP and addressed by 
es § leader Mr Jaap Marais 
and leader of the’SA National” 
Conservative. Party, Dr Con- 
nie Mulder. . 

This was the first time that 
the Dr Mulder and Mr Marais 
shared the same political 
platform. 

Resistance against UN 
Resolution 435 served as a 
strong rallying point last night 
which was pledged by both 
leaders to become the 
spearhead of a future assault 
on the National Party’s rule in 
SA. 

“We want the voice of the 
Whites to be heard through a 
referendum, Mr Marais urged 
his audience. 

“You must tell the world in 
the stronges: possible language 
that no UN soldier will put his 
foot in SWA.” 

Mr Marais urged conser- 
vative Whites not to obey the 
provisions stipulatmg the 


handing over of firearms by 


commando units once the UN - 


plan for SWA independence 
came into operation. 
NO SELF-RESPECT 


“No self-respecting White 
man will hand his weapons in— 


at a UN depot.” 


proposals for constitutional 
safeguards were designed to 
act as a lightning conductor 
“to distract the attention from 
the abhorrence of Resolution 
435." 

The Western initiative was 
not aimed at securing human 
rights or continued 
democracy, but “to break the 
White man’s political power.” 

MADNESS 

It was madness to draw up 
a constitution in order to end a 
war. 

Mr Marais said the bush 
war in northern SWA should 
be ended “on the battlefield 
where Swapo started it.” 
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Operations by Swapo 
armed fighters and other in- 
surgency organisations were 
only made possible by 
neighbouring states who har- 
boured those forces. 


Yet, the SA Government 
continued to supply those 
states with food, fuel and tran- 
sport. 

“The - South African 
Government does not want to 
acknowledge once and for all 
that these states are our 
enemies,” Mr Marais said. 

“This war can be ended by a 
government who has the will 
to defend the country against 
terrorism.” 

SA should close its borders 
to states hosting insurgents 
and refuse to allow a “mealie 
pip” or a drop of fuel to enter 
those countries “unless they 
rid themselves of terrorists.” 


“If they persist in harbour- 
ing those terrorists, then we as 
a self-respecting nation will 
have no option but to send in 
our armed forces to wipe out 
those terrorists.” 

Mr Marais said the officer 
commanding the SWA Ter- 
ritory Force, Major General 
Charles Lloyd, had stated on 
occasion that the military 
could easily overwheim (oor- 
rompel) Swapo, but the 
General would prefer a 
political solution. 

“South Africa wants an 
anti-Soviet Black Govern- 
ment,” Mr Marais said. _ 
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WRITTEN OFF 

The Republic’s Foreign 
Minister, Mr Pik Botha, had 
“already written off Mr Dirk 
Mudge, DTA. 

Mr Marais said the 
withdrawal of South African 
forces from SWA as required 
by Resolution 435, would 
signal the Republic’s abandon- 
ing of its authority over SWA. 

“A nation that has nothing 


to die for has nothing to live. 


for,” he said. 

“If you allow this situation 
to continue much longer, the 
day will soon break when the 
oe man has nothing to live 
or.” 

While SA had the military 
and economic means to inflict: 
lasting deafeat on all her 
African enemies without 
alienating international sup- 
port for SA, the SA Govern- 
ment was deliberately playing 
up to the forces of inter- 
national Communism and 
domestic big capital — _ 
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Mr Marais ‘named the 
various corporate capital in- 
terests represented on SA 
Prime Minister P W Botha’s 


Military Armaments Advisory - 


Council, alleging that they all 
had direct interests in the 
calculated prolongation of the 
war stemming from military 
contracts for supplies and ser- 
vices.

SWA,” Mr Becker said. 

The protest meeting was 
organised to protest agaisnt 
the implementation of UN 
Security Resolution 435, 
towards which the latest US — 
led settlement moves are 
aimed. 
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ON THE FLOOR 

Mr Becker threw the docu- 
ment containing the latest con- 
stitutional proposals onto the 
floor to the cheers of over 
1000 conservative Whites, 
saying that universal suffrage 
could not be implemented in 


SWA because of the diversity. 


of population groups and their 
different stages of develop- 
ment. 

“In 1977 the Whites were 
talked into accepting in- 
dependence and received the 
assurance that they would be 
given certain guarantees,” he 
said. 

“But there is nothing in the 
Western document that gives 
recognition to ethnicity, 
minority rights or a veto.” 

Whites had made a contract 
with their leaders based on the 
promise of these guarantees, 
but this contract had been 
broken by the SA Government 
which was encouraging the 
Western powers to force 
Whites to accept. in- 
dependence, according to Mr 
Becker. 

Mr Becker was referring to 
the 1977 referendum which 
was held in SWA when most 
of SWA's Whites voted in 
favour of independence but 
with certain reservations 
which have not been catered 
for in the latest proposals. 
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SWA could not be indepen- 
dent on any terrain, from SA, 
Mr Becker argued, quoting 
General Jan Smuts who had 
said that SWA would whither 
if it was disconnected from. 
SA. 

It had always been said that 
the peop'« of the Territory 
would decide their own future, 
but now the Western powers 
were drafting a constitution 
for an independent Namibia, 
he said. 

To shouts of “we'll shoot 
them”. from the floor, Mr 
Becker said. “If UN forces ar- 
rive in SWA we will view them 
as enemy troops and an oc- 
cupation force.” 


One of the main features 
of the meeting last night 
was when HNP leader in 
SWA Mr Sarel Becker 
expressed contempt for 
the . latest Western 
proposais and publicly 
threw the document 
over his shoulder. Mr 
Becker furthermore ex- 
pressed astonishment 
that the internal parties 
had been told that the 
document was “highly 
confidential” and yet it 
appeared in every news- 
paper in Windhoek. 








LIBERALS QUALIFY PLEASURE WITH PROPOSALS

| intend at a later session to 
introduce comprehensive tax 
legislation which should be to 
the advantage of individuals as 
well as companies, but which 
will be particularly aimed at 
the general stimulation of 
commerce. in this Territory.” 

The Standing Committee 
for Taxation Policy recom- 
mended, and these recommen- 
datoins have been accepted by 
the Council of Ministers, that 
the objectives which should be 
achieved are as follows: 

a) the stimulation of 
economic growth 


b) the establishment of new 
undertakings 
c) the creation of employ- 
ment opportunities 

d) the encouragement of 
private home ownership 

e) the promotion of educa- 
tion and training, and 

f) attracting skilled man- 
power to South West Africa/- 
Namibia and retaining those 
already here. 

















The income tax relating to 

individuals has been pore. tn 
tially altered in that the present 
maximum marginal rate of tax 
is Only: 39% compared with 
the 50 percent previously in 
force and which rate is still ap- 
plicable in SA. 
__ In addition a system which 
is the envy of most developed 
countries has been introduced 
whereby the incomes of mar- 
med couples are taxed 
Separately although they will 
sull submit a combined return 
and receive one assessment. 

It is clear that this is a tax 
System designed to act as an 
incentive to improve economic 
performance and to encourage 
the optimal use of all available 
sources of experienced and 

skilled labour. 


Q: Can you tell us a little 
more of what the 
A dministrator-General in- 
dicated? 

A: In the first case the AG 
mentioned an additional abate- 
ment of RI 000 in respect of 
housing. This is applicable to 
any taxpayer who, during the 
year of assessment, was the 
owner of a house or a residen- 
tial apartment in terms of the 
Sectional Titles Act, 1971, in 
the area under.control of a 
Local Authority in the Ter- 
ritory and has occupied it 
himself. 

This abatement is designed 
to stimulate home ownership 
and is obviously not applicable 
to persons occupying com- 
pany owned houses or apart- 
ments. 

It means that married cou- 
ples with children occupying 
their own home or apartment 
will only start paying tax once 
their combined taxable income 


exceeds R7 600. 
The second matter that the 
Administrator General 


touched on was the allowances 
in respect of business assets. 
As an incentive to stimulate in- 
vestment, expenditure incurred 
during the year of assessment 
in respect of machinery, imple- 
ments, utensils and articles 
used by the taxpayer for the 
purposes of his trade, will be 
aliowed in full as a deduction 
from gross income. 
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Expenditure on sedan cars, 
which fall into the category of 
“perks”, would be specifically 
excluded. However, ships, a. - 
craft, motor lorries, taxis and 
hire cars would fall within the 
scope of the deduction. 

It is also provided that the 
income tax value of any of the 
aforegoing items at the date of 
coming into force of the provi- 
sion, will be allowed as if it 
were incurred in the year of as- 
sessment ending after that 
date. 

The depreciation of motor- 
cars excluded from the al- 
lowance above will be allowed 
in the manner as to herebefore. 

This incentive is expected to 
be a major stimulant for the 
establishment of new 
enterprises, as well as the up- 
grading of the equipment and 
plant of existing enterprises. 
The present South African 
system of initial allowances, 
investment allowances and 
other allowances which favour 
investment in certain types of 
industries above those of other 
commercial undertakings or in 
specifi: geographical areas will 
fall ayvay. In future the free 
enterprise system will detevr- 
mine without tax preference 
which areas of business are the 
most beneficial. 

The Administrator-Generl 
also mentioned allowances in 
respext of buildings. These ap- 
ply in respect of biildings used 
by the taxpayer (or the pur- 
pose of his trade. The tax 
authorities will allow 7. deduc- 
tion of 20% of the cost of erec- 
tion of a building in the year in 
which it is brought into use 
and 4 percent of the cost 
thereafter. Buildings existing at 
the date of the coming into 
force of this provisien only 
qualify for the 4 percent al- 
lowance for the unexpired 
belance of twenty yerrs since 
erection. 

in the past only buildings 
used for purposes of manufac- 

ture and hotels qualified {or 
any allowances. Under the 
‘new system, factory buildings, 

office buildings and residential 

buildings will all qualify as 
long as they are used by the 
taxpayer for the purposes of 
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his trade. 


This allowance in respect of 


buildings must again be seen 
as a very definite stimulant for 
the private sector to relieve the 
so-called office shortage, -as 
well as the acute housing shor- 
tage in the territory. The 20 
percent initial allowance will 
free the investor of tax for a 
considerable period and the 4 
percent allowance will assist to 
reduce the level of tax for 


some considerable time 


thereafter. 


Q: The question has been 
asked as to when these provi- 
sions will come into force. Are 
you in a position to provide 
this information? 

A: The intention is that the 
provisions will be applicable to 
the taxation of individuals for 
the year of assessment ending 
February 28, 1982. In the case 
of companies, the provisions 
will take effect for any year of 
assessment ending after 


February 28, 1982. Eg, if a’ 


company’s year of assessment 
ends on February 28, 1982, 
none of the allowances will be 
applicable, but if its year of as- 
sessment ends on March l, 
1982 and any date thereafter, 


it will be entitled to the al- 


lowances. 


Q: Are there any other mat- 
ters which the AG did not 
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ideals as stated previously, the 
new tax law does not wish to 
prescribe to anyone in the 
private sector whether they 


should divert their resources to 
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the education and trainirg of 
individuals, or to mechanisa- 
tion. 

It is believed that private 
enterprise will decide on what 
their priorities are and where 
they ultimate interest lies. If 
they believe that an investment 
in education and training will 
be to the benefit of their com- 
pany, or to the country as a 
whole, which will directly or 
indirectly affect them, they will 
be free to do so. It is felt 
however that the monitoring of 
training and education al- 
lowances will place an ad- 
ditional burden on already 
overtaxed State Departments 
to ensure that advantage is not 
taken of such allowances. The 
law, however, allows deduc- 
tions for amounts donated to 
the Central Revenue Fund for 
the advancement of education 
and training. 


It is felt that in the proposals 
for the new Income Tax law 
great strides have been made 
to provide the appropriate 
economic climate for the 
private sector to fulfil all its 
aims and ideals. There aie no 
constraints as to the areas in 
which it can develop and there 
are no incentives favouring 
one type of endeavour over the 
other. We firmly believe that 
the environment created is as 
close as possible to the ae 
climate. 





KLOPPERS BACKS AWAY FROM KERINA COALITION

has apparently soured, ac-

ference. : 

There is presently also 
speculation that K aptein Hans 
Diergaardt, leader of the 
Baster Bevryders Party and 
head of the Rehoboth Govern- 
ment, will not be joining the 
Coalition which he heiped to 
bring about in the initial 
phases. 

According to Kaptein 
Diergaardt, however, the link- 
ing of his Party with the Coali- 
tion will be decided shortly, 
depending on the resolution on 
a number of constitutional 
problems. 

_ A spokesman for the Coali- 
tion said at the press con- 
ference that the NDC’s final 
constitution was in the process 
of being completed. 
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Mr Getzen Kerina, also 
known as Professor Murumba 
Kerina, was installed as the 
first President of the Coalition 
at this month’s founding con- 
gress of the NDC. 

Mr Michael Narib of the 
Namibia Young Pioneers, 
previously affiliated to the 
DTA, for a brief while, was 
elected Vice-President.

Other executives of the 
Coalition include Mr RG

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KALANGULA SUMMARILY REJECTS AG 8

THE INTERIM constitution in SWA, AG 
8, was summarily rejected yesterday by the 
President of the DTA, Mr Peter Kalangula. 

This emerged in an interview with the SA Press Associa- 


tion and follows reports in The Advertiser during the past 
few days that all is not well within DTA ranks over the 


question of ethnicity. 


The Advertiser reported last. 


week that severe differences 
had emerged in the top 
echelons of the DTA over the 
emphasis that should be 


placed on ethnicity in an in- 


dependent Namibia. 

It is understood that on the 
one side are those who would 
like to retain AG 8 in much of 
its present form while there are 
others who would like to 
reconcile ethnic government 
with geographical bases where 
possible. 

At Rehoboth during the 
weekend DTA Chairman Mr 
Mudge rejected that the issue 
threatened a split within DTA 
ranks, but he confirmed that 
differences do emerge within 
the alliance’s ranks from time 
to time. 

Mr Mudge did not however 
say whether the aforemen- 
tioned issue was a serious is- 
sue of contention, but he re- 
jected ne gedgraphical argu- 
ments. 

By way of asking questions, 
Mr Mudge wanted to know if 
the establishment of 
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hica] bases meant that” 


geograp 
SWA would in future have to 
have four levels of govern- 


ment. 


Then out of the blue yester- 
day, Mr Kalangula, when 
asked to comment on the 
Western five constitutional’ 
document, said that he preter- 
red it to AG 8. The Western 
five document makes no 
reference to ethnicity but does. 
suggest the establishment of 
geographical authorities at the 
second level of government. 


STRAIGHT FORWARD 

“I find no fault with this 
document. I feel it is quite 
straight forward,” Mr 
Kalangula said in an intervi:w 
with Sapa in Windhoek.” 

He was speaking hours 
before the scheduled arrival of 
a delegation of the Western 
Contact Group for consulta- 
tions with political leaders in 
Windhoek. 
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Asked about the absence of 
ethnic safeguards in the 
Western plan, Mr Kalangula 
said the constitutoinal 
guidelines were “in the in- 
terests of the Namibian people 
as a whole.” 

“I prefer - this (tc 
(Proclamatiog) AG 8.” 

Proclamation AG 8 serves 
as an interim constitution for 
SWA. The legislation provides 
for the constitution of a first- 
tier central government and 
second-tier ethnic authorities 
with jurisdiction over health 
and education among their 
functions of administration. 

IN FAVOUR OF 
CHANGE 

Mr Kalangula emphasised 
that he was presenting his per- 
sonal views and added he was 
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in favour of change in SWA. 

“I cannot say how other 
DTA members will respond” 
in discussions with represen- 
tatives of the Western Contact 
Group. 

“Things are not as I want to 
see them in an independent 
Namibia.” 

Of ethnic authorities, Mr 
Kalangula said that when the 
Western initiative approached 
the implementation date of 
UN Security Council Resolu- 
tion 435 “some things will 
have to go. 

“Among them are aspects 


of AG 8 in view of Resolution 


435.” oii 

UN Resolution 435 
provides for the abolition of all 
remaining discriminatory 
measures before the various

The two spokesmen were 
US Assistant Secretary for 
Africa, Dr Chester 
Crocker, and British Go- 
vernment representative, Sir 
Leonard Allison. 

They were cynical, sarca- 
stic, uncooperative and ne- 
gative. 

Few, if any, questions 
were properly answered. 

Dr Crocker declined to 
elucidate on the significan- 
ce of the latest Western pro- 
posals in the latest Western 
strategy and Sir Leonard 
declined to explain Nige- 
ria’s role in the initiative. 
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All that Sir Leonard had 


to say was: “You obviously 
don’t do your homework!” 

Looking at the situation 
anew, we can’t help feeling 
that the presentation of the 
proposals is a major at- 
tempt to deflect the SA Go- 
vernment and the internal 
parties attention from the 
real stumbling blocks, na- 
mely the lack of UN im- 
partiality and dubious cir- 
cumstances in which a UN- 
supervised election may be

plemented. 

Ard as far as Nigeria is

FOREIGN Minister Mr 

Pik Botha made three 
significant points at his 
press conference at SWA 
House yesterday afternoon: 
@ That there was no ten- 
sion between the SA 
Government and the DTA; 
@ That AG 8 (the 
country’s interim con- 
stitution) was not fully dis- 
cussed at yesterday’s 
meeting between the SA 
Government delegation and 
the DTA delegation; 
@ And that the media 
should stop speculating 
about the aforementioned 
points. 

These points come to us 
as a considerable surprise 
and suggest that Mr Botha 
is ignorant and naive about 
what is being said in DTA 
circles or that the DTA is 
talking through its hat or 
that it has caught a dose of 
cold feet. 

DTA leaders have said 
time and again during the 
past few weeks that they 
oppose AG 8 vehemently 
and that if it is not changed 
soon, the AG Mr Danie 
Hough will hand SWA to 
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Swapo on a golden platter 
in a UN-supervised eiec- 
tion. 

There have also been 
charges by members of the 
Ministers Council that Mr 
Johan Fick’s appointment 
as Director of Interstate 
Relations and Information 
was foisted on the interim 
DTA Administration. The 
strong objections were 
reported in this newspaper 
yesterday. 

If these issues don’t pose 
a confrontation path, then 
goodness alone knows what 
do. 

On the other hand, what 
do we find yesterday?

PRESIDENT SAYS POPULATION'S FOOD NEEDS WILL BE MET 
Niamey LE SAHEL in French 23 Oct 81 ppl, 3, 4 


[Interview with Colonel Seyni Kountche, chief of state of Niger, by LE SAHEL: 
"Niger Will Meet the Food Needs of the Population," on 22 Oct 81] 


[Text] Colonel Seyni Kountche, the chief of state, gave the re- 
sults of the harvest during a press conference yesterday. It 
emerges from the remarks of the president of the CMS [Supreme 
Military Council] that, despite the cold sweats and worries 
caused by capricious rainfall, the results of the harvest were 
at an acceptable level. The chief of state, who assessed the 
food needs, stated that Niger will be able to meet its obliga- 
tion to feed its inhabitants better and to preserve the health 
of its cattle. 


[Question] Mr. President, you have just completed a study tour through the various 
departments of our country. Can you give us the details of the situation of Niger 
with regard to agriculture, forestry, and cattle-raising? 


[Answer] Let us speak first of the amount of rainfall over the territory as a 
whole. The rains were sometimes early and sometimes late, and followed by two in- 
terruptions, two of which were significant, the beginning of the first 2 weeks of 
August and during the month of September. Over the territory as a whole, these 
rains yielded a low volume of water compared with 1980. Here and there a rainfall 
deficit ranging from 10 to 50 percent has been registered. 


The department most affected by the deficit was that of Diffa. The favorable fac- 
tors which compensated for this deficit were that the rains, with the exception of 
the department of Diffa, were well distributed in space and time. The final for- 

tunate factor compared with last year was that the rains were prolonged to the be- 
ginning of October. 





The low volume and the interruption caused attacks here and there on the seedlings. 
These attacks coincided with periods of interruption, and one can say that, thanks 
to the activity of the field cadres and the population, these attacks were overcome 


to a certain extent despite their intensity. 
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Let us turn now to production. The total production of millet and sorghum we esti- 
mate at 1,635,468 tons, whereas this production was 1,749,150 tons during 1980. So 
we showed a drop of around 6 percent. 


One must separate what one calls the disposable production from this gross produc- 
tion. Disposable production of millet and sorghum, excluding the replenishment of 
the peasants’ granaries and losses which occurred during the harvest, is estinated 


at 1,390,180 tons, whereas in 1980 this same disposable production was estimated at 
1,488,580 tons. 


In addition, taking into account our demographic growth, which is about 2.7 percent 
year in, year out, we have to produce a supplement of at least 37,000 tons. Start- 
ing then with a Nigerien population estimated at 5,824,560 inhabitants, cattle- 
raisers, and farmers, and on the basis of 250 kilograms per year and per agricul- 
tural inhabitant, and on the basis of 200 kilograms from our cattle-raising compa- 
triots, we need 1,405,560 tons of millet and sorghum. Niger will have a deficit of 
about 15,500 tons from the harvest just completed. 


This concerns the production of millet and sorghum. If one considered that the Ni- 
geriens nourished themselves only with millet and sorghum, we would really have a 
deficit of 15,500 tons. But the Nigeriens do not eat just millet and sorghum. 
There is also rice. We estimate our rice production, counting both the production 
from the modernized operations and traditional crops, to be 38,315 tons, while this 
production was estimated at 32,000 tons last year. But of this 38,000 tons, we can 
count on a disposable production of only 20,000 tons. But rice consumption is ris- 
ing in Niger, and during 1982 we will have to import at least 60,000 tons of rice 
to satisfy the needs of the population. In any case, Niger remains an importer of 
rice. Since our production of wheat is nil, we estimate our consumption needs for 
1982 of wheat flour at 20,000 tons, which we must necessarily import. 


When I spoke a little while ago of a deficit, the harvests were not equal across 
the board in ail the regions of Niger. And almost 1,563 villages were affected by 
the deficit, comprising a population of 814,378 inhabitants. This deficit varies 
between 10 and 50 percent, but some details must be added with regard to this popu- 
lation of 814,378. This population includes all of our compatriots who do not work 
in agriculture. You have one-third the population of the department of Diffa, all 
the population of Agandez, and one-third the population of the department of Tahoua, 
to which must be added between 5 and 10 percent of Niamey's population, which ex- 
plains the fact that, in our search for food self-sufficiency, we are behind by 
about 6 percent. And, if Niger should really be self-sufficient, this assumes that 
we can every year come up with the 37,000 to 40,000 tons necessary to satisfy our 
demographic increase and, in addition, satisfy the total needs of the cattle-raisers, 
who are not farmers. 


But one can reflect on an increase in our production of beans. While bean produc- 
tion was only about 260,000 tons in 1980, we estimate it to be 267,000 tons in 1982. 
The same is true for an increase in the production of peanuts. But we are contem- 
plating a stabilized production of cotton, although we have a textile industry here 
and there. Our good peasants have preferred--and this encourages us--to emphasize 
food crops rather than industrial crops. 
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That is the agricultural situation. As for the situation in cattle-raising, the 
nature of the precipitation is linked to the development of our cover of vegetation. 
To satisfy the needs of our animals, we describe our pastures as a whole as passable, 
with, nevertheless, some points of stress and severity in the department of Diffa. 
This means that, if we are to protect our animals from painful situations, which are 
most severe during the preharvest food shortage, we are obliged to import or to 

place at the disposal of the cattle-raisers about 5,000 tons of cottonseed and wheat 
bran. What, then, is retained from agricultural and cattle harvest? 


The season gave us the cold sweats in the beginning, in the middle, and toward the 
end. And, despite a start which was timid and worrisome, the harvest in cattle and 
agriculture is being completed on an acceptable level. This is the result of the 
effective perseverance of our good peasants, who did not let themselves become dis- 
couraged. But it is also the fruit of the efforts of the field cadres who, with 
the means at their disposal, overcame the enemies of the crops. But, it is never- 
theless appropriate to note to some people that we have just celebrated World Food 
Day. This should inspire in us a determination to preserve and protect what we 
have produced. In the case of millet, sorghum, and beans, this means avoiding 
wastage; and, in the case of pastures, it means covering fires in the bush. 


In all these cases, whether it concerns a deficit of 15,000 tons or 5,000 tons of 
cattle feed, with or without the participation of the international community, Niger 
will be able to meet its obligations to feed its inhabitants better and preserve the 
health of its cattle. 


[Question] Mr. President, during this tour, you informed the cadres of the closing 
of the OPVN [Nigerien Foodstuffs Office] for 6 months, that is, from November to 
May. What are the reasons which led you to make this decision and could you give 
us some details about it? 


[Answer] The Nigerien Foodstuffs Office was created for very specific purposes. 
First of all, to combat speculation; secondly, to intervene on behalf of the labor- 
ing people when and where necessary. We have noticed during the past 2 years--and 
it is our own fault--that the OPVN has acted like a busiriess establishment, like 
any seller of cereals, and we have in mind the difficult moments which we had to go 
through in June and July, a period which reached its maximum in August, when we saw 
the price of millet reach a price never before equalled. If, among the reasons for 
the sharp rise in the price of cereals--millet, sorghum, and rice--we find a link 
to the rise in an internationally known currency, one must also say that it was be- 
cause we had not maintained the intervention strategy of the OPVN. 


Because of this, the OPVN must return to its primary task of 2 years ago, namely: 
the OFVN should, before intervening on behalf of the population, have sufficient 
stocks in its warehouses, and this period of intervention will be in May. Secondly, 
this is the period during which the sellers of cereals engage in speculation. It 
is, therefore, the period when we want the OPVN to intervene to break this specula- 
tion and impose a price which is quite satisfactory to comsumers, agents of the 
state, or private persons as a whole. During the difficult times which begin in 
August and May and which end, year in, year out, around the middle of August, we 
want the OPVN to possess enough grain in its warehouses to be able to set a more 
realistic price--which was not the case last year--in order to be able to intervene. 
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Some measures will be taken henceforth. For example, 60,000 tons of rice are neces- 
sary to satisfy the food needs of the population during 1982. Thanks to our coop- 
eration with Saudi Arabia, we have already signed an agreement placing at the dis- 
posal of Niger $15 million to be able to import 30,000 tons. The operation is 
already under way. Nor did we wait to inject almost a billion into the peasantry 
and some at the present moment to take steps with regard to certain orders. This 
means that, on the average, we have about 30,000 tons of worghum or millet at the 
present time in the warehouses of the OPVN. 


[Question] Mr. President, during this same tour you said that "we must review our 
philosophy of cattle-raising or we will risk losing a good part of our cattle." In 
what direction should this new philosop.:, be oriented? 


[Answer] It has been proven that the Sahel region is the victim of drought every 4 
or 5 years. There is a decrease in rainfall, which causes a poor development of 

the vegetation cover. Thank God, due to the efforts of the state, supported by in- 
ternational cooperation, the Nigerien cattle herd has been completely reestablished. 
Let us also not forget our population increase. We long ago exceeded the northern 
limits of crops. 


Part of the space which had been reserved for pasture is, therefore, «lready re- 
served for agriculture. There is an effective reduction of the area reserved or 
destined for pasture. Against this shrinkage of area there is an increase in the 
number of cattle. If there is a drought or lack of rainfall, as in the case of the 
department of Diffa, compared with the others, we will suffer a useless loss of 
cattle. Furthermore, from the moment when a country possesses a national asset, 
this asset should be of benefit to all through the social measures taken by the gov- 
ernment. Hence, the suppression of the capitation tax, which caused problems for 
the population. There is also the problem of inflation. Chicken, for example, 
cannot be bought at the price of 6 or 7 years ago, so that the people, whether 
farmers or especially cattle-raisers, do not need to sell their animals to satisfy 
their minor necessities. 


The developed countries have infrastructures which, in the event of preharvest food 
shortage, enable them to avoid the useless loss of cattle. This is why, during this 
tour, I said that we should think of a philosophy, namely, going beyond the multi- 
plication centers which we have created, but the cattle-raisers would also have to 
start saving. It would not be necessary for the animals to become a form of saving, 
but the animals can become a form of saving in another way. Paradoxically, there 
are problems in supplying meat to the city of Niamey as in the large towns of Niger. 
And, during this time, no one wants to get rid of his sheep, his goat, his kid, or 
even his ox. 


This is why we launched this idea, which should be the subject of mature study and 
reflection on our part--namely with regard to the measures which the stete should 
take. We should also encourage the owners of animals, even in the case of lack of 
pasture, not to lose them uselessly.

ANAD SECRETARY GENERAL--The head of state, Col Seyni Kountche, this morning received 
Col Tavares de Souza, secretary general of the Nonaggression and Mutual Defense 
Pact, ANAD, which links the West African Economic Community [CEAO] member countries 
and Togo. After the audience, Col Tavares de Souza told newsmen that he conferred 
with the head of state on the preparation of the next meeting of heads of state and 
government of the ANAD, which will take place at the same time with the CEAO con- 
ference on 14 and 15 December 1981 in Dakar, Senegal. Talking on that meeting, 

Mr Tavares de Souza said documents have already been submitted to ANAD ministers 
for them to discuss. Subsequently, the documents will be examined by the ANAD 
summit. Col Tavares de Souza said he presented the documents to the head of state, 
President Seyni Kountche, for him to make suggestions. Apparently, after the upconm- 
ing summit, the pact will become effective, he said. Colonel de Souza and the 
head of state also discussed the possible problems which the implementation.of the 
pact could imply for Niger. Colonel de Souza said that Niger will be required to 
provide cadres for the secretariat and he wished it would te able to provide them 
promptly, as soon as the protocol has been signed by the next summit.

INTERVIEW WITH DIOUF ON TIES WITH GAMBIA, ANGOLA

[Interview with Senegal's President Abdou Diouf by Ginette Cot: "Abdou Diouf's 
Senegal''--date and place not given] 


[Excerpt] [Question] There are still a number of outstanding questions relating to 
events in the Gambia. For instance, there is the question of the extent to which the 
declaration by the perpetrators of the Bamjul coup of their adhesion to Marxism 
determined your decision to make a military intervention in the Gambia. 


Abdou Diouf: The answer is self-evident. I would not have allowed several Marxist 
parties to exist legally within my country if I was an avowed enemy of Marxism per 
se. Senegal's military intervention ir the Gambia was decided at the request of 
the legal Banjul government and was in keeping withthe defense agreements signed 
between the two countries.... 


[Question] Despite the specific nature of the Gambian problem but in view of some 
precedents (including the dispatch of a Senegalese contingent to Zaire during the 
Shaba war), are you not afraid, after the Banjul intervention, that some people, 
especially in some neighboring countries, might suspect Senegal of having expan- 
sionist or interventionist tendencies? 


Abdou Diouf: We can give formal assurances on this subject. Senegal has enough 
problems without in addition intervening in other states’ affairs. And above all 
we have principles on this subject on which we will not compromise. It was in re- 
sponse to the international community's appeal that we sent troops to Lebanon with- 
in the framework of the UN interim force in Lebanon. And it was because we deemed 
that foreign intervention was taking place in the affairs of a friendly country 
that we sent a military contingent to Shaba.... 


But I can take this opportunity, through your magazine, to fully reassure all my 
neighbors about Senegal's intentions toward then. 


[Question] A plan has been announced to form a confederation between the Gambia 


and Senegal. Can you tell us how this plan will be implemented in practical terms 
at this stage? 
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Abdou Diouf: We have reached agreement with President Jawara on the needto set up a 
confederation between the two countries in the present situation--and this is the 
least that can be done. The plan is being studied by ministerial experts from the 
two capials. It will then be studied by the heads of state and submitted to public 
opinion either via the National Assembly or directly by means of a referendum. It 
is still too early to give any further details. 


[Question] At the same time as innovations have been recorded on the domestic plane, 
there seem to have been signs of a change in the sphere of Senegalese foreign 
policy. Signs of a rapproachement with Algeria have been observed. Can you teil 

us what are the main guidelines of Senegalese diplomacy today? Can you also tell 

us, in particular, what position you take on developments iin the West Sahara problem? 


Abdou Diouf: From the start we have declared our intention to strengthen our tradi- 
tional friendships and expand our circle of friends. We do not have any dispute 
with any country. We intend to develop a policy of close cooperation with Algeria. 
We agree on all the major questions. There is only one difference of opinion be-— 
tween the two capitals (Algiers and Dakar): It concerns the West Saharan problen, 
which we leave out of our bilateral meetings. 


In general Senegal is pursuing an open and truly nonaligned policy--a policy which 
strives to contribute to safeguarding peace and security in Africa. We are active 
in all causes which work and militate to restore peace rapidly to Northwest Africa 
and we welcomed the Moroccan king's speech at the OAU summit in Nairobi with relief. 
We are encouraged by the results of the OAU ad hoc committee and we want a rapid 

implementation of the measures decided on in order to restore peace to that region. 


[Diouf ends] 
Anticipating our next question, President Abdou Diouf continued: 


"As you were able to observe, we strongly condemned the recent armed attacks launched 
by South Africa against Angola, whose existence as a state we recognize. We cannot 
be indifferent to anything which affects an African country. 


[Question] Can Senegal be expected to take a step further and recognize the Luanda 
government? 


Abdou Diouf: This is a matter of principle for us. As long as Cuban troops are in 
Angola we will feel that there is still a doubt about the Luanda government's reai 
control over Angolan territory. In our opinion, things would have been clearer if 
it had been possible to find a basis for agreement with the other political forces. 
Otherwise it is possible to have the impression that it is the Cuban presence which 
is maintaining the Luanda government by keeping out of the other forces. It is true 
that there is a chronological problem with regard to the facts. During the Nairobi 
summit I had talks with an Angolan leader, Interior Minister Alexandre Rodrigues. He 
told me that it was the South African and Zairian troops which started the war in 
1975 when the popular movement for the liberation of Angola was already in Luanda. 
Of course, the others, like the National Union for the Total Independence of Angola 
[UNITA] say the opposite.... 
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[Question] But UNITA is supported by South Africa. And South Africa is attacking 
Angola. How could the Cuban troops withdraw in those conditions? Is it not a real 
vicious circle? 


Abdou Diouf: That's true. I think we must look to the future. The Angolan prob- 
lem is closely connected with the Namibian problem. All forces must be mobilized 
to impose a solution to the Namibian question. We are sure that once that has been 
done things will be clearer and the question of the Luanda government's legitimacy 
will lose much of its importance. 


[Question] After the change of regime in France, what is the state of relations 
between the two countries? 


Abdou Diouf: We place great hope in President Francois Mitterrand and his team. 
And we are sure that relations between the two countries, which are already excel- 


lent, will be developed much more. There is no doubt that cooperation will be de- 
veloped, extended and expanded in all spheres....

TALKS WITH GULF LEADERS--President Abdou Douf had talks in Kuwait on October 18 
with the Emir, Sheikh Jaber Al-Ahmed Al-Sabah. The talks concerned relations 
between Arab and African countries as well as bilateral cooperation. President 
Diouf was on a three-day visit. He last visited Kuwait and other Gulf states in 
1979, when he was Prime Minister. Kuwait has granted loans of about $100 m. to 
the OMVS (the Senegal River development project) work on which is finally due to 
begin this month (WEST AFRICA, October 12). The biggest contributor to the 
project is Saudi Arabia (150m.) After Kuwait, President Diouf went to Bahrain, 
where he expressed "great regret"’ over the latest clashes between Moroccan and 
Polisario forces in the Western Sahara. He offered his good offices to help end 
the war there and said he hoped the recent fighting would not impede the peace 
process started at the OAU summit. President Diouf said that he had had talks 
with Gulf leaders on "destabilisation moves" in Africa. "Of course," the Presi- 
dent added without elaborating, "you cannot discuss this matter without also men- 
tioning Libya." He recalled Senegal's offer of participation in a proposed Pan-

PDS COMPLAINTS, DEFECTION--In Dakar, the recently arrested members of the Parti 
Democratique Senegalais (PDS) have been prevented from seeing their lawyers, 
according to a PDS statement. The statement said that the accused were being 
held with common criminals and being treated worse than them. The accuseds' 
lawyers were being sent back from the jail to the Ministry of Justice and from 
there to the magistrate concerned, who could not be found. The statement accused 
the Justice Minister, M. Alioune Badara M'Bengue, of prejudicing their case by 
revealing evidence against them. Notable among those allegations was that M. 
Doudou Camara had admitted to being trained in Libya in intelligence, military 
security and sabotage (WEST AFRICA, October 19). At the opening of the second 
session of the National Assembly on October 12 (which will last until mid- 
December), Dr Amadou Cisse Dia, the President of the National Assembly, informed 
deputies of the suspension of parliamentary immunity and arrest of M. Camara. 
Two national leaders of the party and eight other members, including M. Camara 
(according to AFP) and eight menin total (according to government sources) are 
now being held, accused of attempts against the security of the State. As well 
as these problems another deputy, M. Youssou Diene, has defected from the PDS 

to the ruling Sociaiist Party, which leaves the PDS withonly 13 deputies at the 
National Assembly. M. Diene said that he had left the PDS because of the 
"attempt against the security of the State" by members of the PDS. [Text]

The release of the detainees ts 
viewed in political circles as a 
direct result of the pressures from

nisations including the personal 
intervention of an ILO official, 
Mr. Komba Kono, a Sierra Leo- 
nean who paid a visit to President 
Stevens at State House a few days 
before the release of the de- 
tainees.

What the labour agitation anc 
strike also achieved. if nothing 
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else, is a general reduction in the 
prices of basic commodities. For 
example, St. Louis sugar, which 
was selling for Le 1.60 a packet 
before the strike is now Le | a 
packet. A bag of onions which for 
a long time was sold between Le 
18 and Le 24 when it was plentiful 
in the market is now Le 12, and a 
bag of potatoes which was be- 
tween Le 24 and Le 30 is now Le 
14. The prices of rice, meat, toma- 
to paste, milk, baby food, phar- 
maceutical products and a host of 
other commodities have also been 
considerably reduced, most of 
them to the pre-hosting of the 
OAU prices. 

The strike will also achieve an 
earlier general election as has 
been announced by President 
Stevens, who has indicated that 
there will be a general election 
before the end of the year. And if 
the President's pronouncements, 
tha’ the elections will be free and 
fair are anything to go by, the 
nation may have an opportunity to 
elect men and women of honour 
and integrity who may be able to 
arrest the present deteriorating 
trends, bring sanity to the eco- 
nomy and put the country back on 
an even keel. 

Indeed, the future of Sierra 
Leone lies in the way this general 
election will be conducted and the 
calibre of those who wil! form the 
next government.

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SMEAR CAMPAIGN AGAINST TUTU REACHES EUROPE

A campaign to discredit 
Bishop Tutu, the general sec- 
retary of the South African 
Council of Churches was this 
week reported to have 
reached Namibia and parts of 
Europe. 

A pamphlet circulated in 
Namibia purporting to come 
from the ‘Commission of 
Reconciliation and Peace’’ 
appears to be aimed at creat- 
ing the impression that it is of 
Catholic origin. 

The Ecunews SACC’s ser- 
vice reported that in the 
pamphlet Bishop Tutu is ac- 
cused of “‘instigating children 
to boycott schools and ex- 
aminations, failing to con- 
demn violence whether the 
victim be the Pope or 
Thebehali, and pleading for 
the misery and starvation of 
black people by propagating 
disinvestment.” 

And in West Germany, a 
weekly magazine the 
“Spiegel” has claimed in an 
article that Bishop Tutu has 
misappropriated about 
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14 000 fromrfunds of the 
SACC for building a house, 
according to sources close to 
the council. 

The article also claims that 
as a result of the action the 
Bishop did not get the Nobel 
Peace Prize. Apparently in 
the article there was also a 
remark that Bishop Tutu had 
received a visa to go to Bots- 
wana. 

The smear on the SACC 
stems from reports that Mrs 
Motlana, the vice-president 
of the SACC, received at 
least R7 000 to establish a 
shop in Soweto from a 
multi-million rand SACC 
fund created to help political 
detainees and their families. 

They also stem from dis- 
closure in court by Bishop 
Tutu that he had received 
R14 000 from his predeces- 


sor, Mr John Rees, who told - 


bim that the money was from 
an anonymous donor. 

To all these accusations 
and smear campaign Bishop 
Tutu said he was “‘not wor- 
ried” about those who were 
all out to discredit hins nor the 
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council, because the council 
was doing a “tremendous job 
for the community”’ and 
those who feel the council 
had misappropriated funds 
were “invited to look into our 
books.” 

Referring to the smear 
against him, Bishop Tutu 
said: “‘Why? why are these 
people worried about this lit- 
tle me, Tutu, are they trying 
to make me famous?. 

The Commission for Jus- 
tice and Reconciliation has 
disassociated itself from the 
contents of the pamphlet and 
drew attention to the public 
statement by the Catholic 
Bishops in support of Bishop 
Tutu in April of this year. 

It said the absence of a sig- 
nature and address on the re- 
cent pamphlet was indication 
that the authors wished to 
make a cowardly personal at- 
tack on Bishop Tutu without 
the risk of being called to ac- 
count for printing and dis- 
tributing falsehoods and mis- 
representations. 
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BRCEDERBONDER BLASTS MYTH OF APOLITICAL GROUP

[Text] A former Broedenbonder yesterday stepped from the shadows of secrecy to 
refute a claim by Professor Carel Boshof that the Broederbond did not support 
any particular political party. 


Dr Johan Gerber, of former Broeder No 4517, said he was removed as chairman of 
Section Staan Gereed, a local branch of the secret organisation in Pretoria, 
after the April General Election because he had supported the Herstigte Nasionale 
Party. 


The Broederbond's attitude had been that he would not be able to act with impar- 
tiality in political mattersas a result of his conservative political affiliations. 


Prof Boshoff, chairman of the Afrikaner Broederbond, was yesterday reported in 
Beeld as saying that the organisation did not serve the interests of any parti- 
cular political party. 


In the newspaper report Prof Boshoff also denied that the Broederbond had 
rescinded its 1972 decision to expel members who belonged to the HNP, as reported 
in the MAIL last Tuesday. 


Yesterday Dr Gerber described Dr Boshoff's Beeld statement about the organisation 
not supporting any particular party as "rubbish." 


He said that he had been reluctant to go to the press regarding his resignation 
from the Broederbond but that Prof Boshoff's statement in the Afrikaans news- 
paper had left him with no other option. 


He had tried to have his comments published in Beeld--"just as Prof Boshoff did"-- 
but had been told by that newspaper's Pretoria editor to "write a letter to the 
editor." 


This had not suited him so he had decided to approach the MAIL. 
Dr Gerber yesterday released to the MAIL copies of correspondence exchanged 


between himself and the Borderbond since he resigned from the organisation last 
May. 
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He said his resignation followed his removal as chairman of Section Staan 
Gereed on April 30, this year, when he was informed by a Broeder deputation 
that he would also not be allowed to attend the next few meetings." 


"It was initially contemplated by a member of the delegation that I, as an 
Action Member (Aksielid), and chairman, would not have been able to adopt a 
neutral posture when items with a political content came to be considered," 
Dr Gerber said in his letter of resignation, dated May 2. 


The three-man deputation originally gave as the reason for removing him as 
chairman of the local branch as his association with Aksie Eie Toekoms but when 
Dr Gerber challenged this another member said that he had been removed because 
of his support for the HNP. 


"I signed the nomination papers of the HNP candidates in Koedoespoort. There- 
fore, they decided to remove me as chairman." 


Dr Gerber, who resigned from the National Party last February to join AET as 
its assistant secretary, could find noother reason than his association with 
the HNP for his removal from the chairmanship position. He said politics had 
played no role when he had joined the Broecerbond 34 years ago. 


Choose 

"Membership of a political party--and specifically the NP--was not at issue 

when I was inducted in 1947 as a Broeder. It did, however, at a later stage 
emerge during canvassing as a vague prerequisite but no reference was to be 


found to it in documentation." 


Dr Gerber said in 1972 party membership unmistakably came to the fore when HNP 
Broeders were required to choose between AB membership and HNP membership. 


The choice was put because of the exposure of the AB's activity by supporters 
of the HNP within the organisation. 


But Broeders sought another political haven because they no longer felt at 
home in the ranks of the NP. 


In a letter to Prof Boshoff on September 16 Dr Gerber wrote: 


"You assured me that you were in the process of drawing up a document in which 
the Government was warned not to go ahead with changes and reforms. 


"I have never laid eyes on this document," he said. 
"You and Prof Samuels agreed with me that we were on the road to destruction

SADF PRESS CENSOR EXPLAINS, JUSTIFIES POLICIES

[Text] There is something wooden about Kobas Bosman--a particularly smooth, hard 
wood which is impossible for Pressmen to dent. 


He will chat amiably for an hour and say nothing in particular--for the record. Off 
the record he will give quite convincing reasons why particular news items should 
have been delayed or suppressed, and less convincing reasons why the reasons then- 
selves should remain off tae record. 


But that presumably, is 
what the job is about — total 
imperturbability in the face 
of Press protests and en- 
treaties. That is not to say 
that Brigadier Bosman 
wants to be seen as the chief 
censor — far from it. His isa 
balancing act between the 
right of the public to know 
and the interests of national 
security — on a rope tautly 
spanned by his superiors, thé 
Minister of Defence and the 
Chief of the SADF. 


And if executing the policy of 
the Minister and the Defence 
Force chief is his first priotity, 
the second is building the SADF's 
image. 

Image is all important to the 
SADF — as to any defence force. 
As the first Steyn commission 
put it with Biblical aptness, the 
image of operational efficiency 
and the fighting spirit must be 
maintained and strengthened — 
by the Press as much as by other 
agencies — “for if the trumpet 
gives an uncertain sound, who 
shall prepare himself to the 
battle’” 


Ensuring that the trumpet 


sounds with certainty is Briga- 


dier Bosman's chief preoccupa-: 


tion. Other people in this deeply 
divided country may have other 
preoccupations — such as 
right to conscientious objection, 
or the immorality of asking 
blacks to fight for a country 
which denies them its citizenship 
— but they are not Kobus Bos- 
man's concerns. 


Accusation 


Who is he” The son of a teach- 
er, he started off farming in the 
Free State, then joined the SABC 
news department where, in time, 
he came to be diplomatic and 
political correspondent and fi- 


nally news editor. 


In 1976 he became staff officer 
media liaison for the SADF. He 
lives in Pretoria with his wife, 
two sons. one a medical student 
and one at school, and a smal!

“That was just a flash in the 
pan We had built up such a good 
relationship with the Press that 
it did not hamper our task or our 
relationship with the Press.” 

How does that relationship 
work? ’ 

“Media liaison is more diffi- 
cult in Defence than in any other 
organisation because there are 
certain obstacles, and the most 
important is security. In building

“My philosophy of ny rela- 
tions is simple: the PRO, no mat-

The 
PRO who builds his own image is 
doing the concept of PR a dis- 
service — so please don't make a 
big thing of this article.” 

ere are three sections which 
hé must manage: media liaison 
which now falls under Colone! 
Tim Krynauw, public relations 
headed by Col Frikkie van Oudt- 
shoorn, and periodicals, such as 
Paratus, which falls under Col 
Pierre Coetsee. 

Media liaison staff officer is 
the job which often woke Kobus 
Bosman at midnight. Besides 
Press queries there might be 
calls from overeas, confronting 
the SADF with highly sensitive 
information and needing a 
speedy reply. He admits the job 
was a strain. 

“But it is not our task to vet 
information,” Brig Bosman said. 
“We work according to policy 
directives issued by our Intelli- 
gence people and if we have 
problems we refer the re 
concerned to the Intelligence di- 
vision of the SADF. 

“In my experience in the past 
six years we prohibited so few 
things they are really not srorth 
mentioning. The media in South 
Africa has a very good under- 
standing of what should not be 
published, so we seldom get que- 
ries that are absolutely unrealis- 
tic. I'm only executing policy, 
but I do think that over the years 
we have built up a very good 
relationship with our military 
correspondents.”

“That is why our relationshi 
with the media and especially 
the liaison committee of the 
SADF and the NPU are so im- 
portant.

Because we're non-po- 
litical we can solve problems in 
collaboration with the media.” 

He does not go along with the 
accusation — he says he is not 
even aware of it — that the Press 
is being deliberately manipulat- 
ed to denigrate the F, but he 
does believe that protest demon- 
strations came into being with 
worldwide TV, and that the 
Press can unwittingly aid terror- 
ists by giving out certain infor- 
mation. Such information. in his 
opinion, would include revealing 
where the enemy made their 
mistakes or were particularly 
successful, or how home re- 
sources were strained to the ut- 
most to with an attack.

“It is part of our task to reply 
to letters from the public and the 
Press and we do believe we've 
got our finger on the pulse of the

Council is very well aware of 
every bit of public concern and 
regards the as our watch- 
dogs. Of course it is important 
for the Defence Force to be con- 
cerned with strategic and secufi- 
ty considerations, but the biggest 
asset of the force is the men, and 
concern for them is an important 
policy matter.” of, 

Back to the image-building of 
those men. What about all those 
bad eggs in the conscript basket 
who rob and rape and even kill 
innocent members of the public? 

“If a man commits a murder 
and he is, incidentally, a soldier, 
I don’t think you can blame the 
Press for always bringing that 
fact out. However unfair it is, it 
is news, so we must accept it. 
But a national defence force re- 
flects all the problems of the 
nation, be they alcoholism or 
whatever.” 

Shouldn't the SADF disassoci- 
ate itself more promptly from 
crimes committed by service- 
men, such as the shooting by an 
officer of a black child, for 
instance? 

“There is no question that we 
disassociate ourselves, but we 
have to be careful not to find a 
man guilty before he has been 
proved guilty.” 

A final — and frank — word 
from the image-builder: 

“My job is to create the best 
balance I can, and also to project 
the best image I can. If I do find 
a tendency to mal-balance, I'll 
do my utmost to create a hal-

FOSATU WANTS NEW PENSION DISPENSATION

THE Federation of SA Trade Unions (Fosatu) yesterday 
made wide-ranging demands for a dramatic overhaul 
of the country’s pension scheme and these are to be put 
to employers in all industries in which Fosatu unions 


have substantial worker support. 


The demands are thus likely to 
become a major bargaining is- 
sue in a wide range of 
companies. 

They are contained in a reso- 
lution on the ions issue 
adopted by a Fosatu central 
committee meeting at the week- 
end. The text of the resolution 
was released yesterday. 

Although some of the demands 
are for changes in the country’s 
pensions legislation, a Fosatu 
spokesman confirmed that many 
affected individual company and 
industry pension fands and 
would form part of demands by 
Fosatu unions. 


Rejected 


In the resolution, Fosatu re- 
jects the Government's proposed 
pensions Bill and repeats its 
claim that the Bill extends and 
reinforces the existing private 
pension dispensation, which, it 
claims, workers reject. 

It also says the new system, 
under which worker pension con- 
tributions will be preserved, is 
designed “to substitute, not sup- 
plement, State pensions even 
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though neither can provide an 
adequate standard of living in 
old age”. 

Fosatu rejects the Govern- 
ment’s decision to delay the leg- 
islation for three years and em- 
ort proposals for an “income 

rrier”’ below which workers 
will be excluded from the new 
Bill as “an attempt to smuggle in 
oS Names through the back 


It therefore demands: ~ 

@ That the Bill be withdrawn un- 
til “the underlying problem of 
pensions is resolved through ne- 
gotiation with workers their 
SVG capers 

@ That private pension schemes 
be seen as “supplements to and 
not substitutes for’’ state 


pensions. 
@ That state pension money not 
be handed over to “Bantustan 
Governments”, where they “may 
be put to uses other than that for 
which they were originally 
intended”. 

Fosatu's demands on private 

on schemes are: 

@ That pension fund rules be re- 
negotiated with workers and 
their representatives; 
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@ That there be a majority of 
worker representatives on pen- 
sion fund boards of trustees; 


Employers pay 
@ That the bulk of pension con- 
tributions be paid by employers 
not workers; 
@ That workers should receive 
employer pension contributions 
regardless of their length of ser- 
vice “so that the loss of benefits 
cannot act as a disciplinary 
measure”, 
@ That pension funds should pay 
the same rate of interest as 
banks; 
@ That workers draw up an “in- 
vestment code” for pension 
funds to ensure that money, par- 
ticularly the 53% which must be 
invested in Government assets, 
is invested in areas “workers 
consider socially desirable” 
rather than areas such as 
Defence; 
@ That the retirement age be re- 
duced to 50, or that pensions be 
payable after 30 years service. 
Fosatu also says industry- 
wide pension schemes should not 
serve “minority interests”.

le attack earlier this week 
on the Venda police station — the

The analysts draw attention to the as- 
sessment of insurgent 
strategy given by the 
Chief of tae South Africa's 
Defence Force, General 
Constand Viljoen, in a re- 
cent address.

Attacks 


The homelands are situated 
for the most part on South Afri- 
ca's borders and attacks on 
homeland police stations seem 
tailor-made for the insurgent 
strategy of over-stretching secu- 
rity forces. 

Attacks on homeland police 
stations — there have been 11 
recorded attacks on police sta- 
tions in “white” South Africa and 
the “black homelands” since Oc- 
tober 1976 — constitute a new 
variation in the generally in- 
creased tempo of insurgent 
activity. 

There have been more than 50 
acts of sabotage and violence 
since the beginning of the year, a 
200% increase on the level of 
activity .or the same period last 
year, as the Minister of Defence, 
General Magnus Malan, noted in 
a recent ress.

litics at the University of 
icester and an authority on 
guerrilla warfare, sees attacks

He says “Urban terrorism is 
not enough. Itis largely designed 
to show that the African 
National Congress is more just a 
talking shop. Its guerrillas now 
seem to be trying to give them- 
selves maximum visibility 
across the entire spectrum.” 


But, he adds, insurgency in 
South Africa has not yet ad- 
vanced beyond Mao Tse-Tsung’s 
first phase, in which the primary 
objective is to sharpen aware- 
ness of, and reseniment against, 
grievances — but in which insur- 
gents also use force to demon- 


State that they are not just a 
debating society. 

“The second phase is charac- 
terised by roving guerrilla bands 
involved in hit and run battles 
with government forces.” 


Dependence 


Another factor in attacks on 
homeland police stations relates 
to a bid by insurgents to under- 
mine governmental authority in 
the homelands -- and thereby to 
neutralise Pretoria's attempts to 
recruit blacks in the homelands 
as its political and military 
allies. 

One of the purposes behind 
these rapid surprise attacks is to 
destabilise these territories 
psychologically. 

The objective is to create in 
the words of Che Guevara — as 
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quoted recently the Security Po- 
lice Chief, Lieutenant-General 
Johan Coetzee — “a situation of 
unrest, of anguish, almost of im- 
patience for the development of 
violent events that will relieve 
the period of suspense.” 

Attempts by some homeland 
leaders to pursue an independent 
line flounder because of their de- 
pendence on Pretoria for funds, 
for offciers to train their armies 
and police forces and for arms to 
equip them. 


It is open secret that the “lib- 
eration movements,” particular- 
ly the ANC, do not share the 
conternpt for homelands dis- 
played by many quasi-radicals 
in drawing-room conservations. 
They are seen as obstacles to the 
struggle, not as “relevancies.” 


The task of raising the level of 
resentment in the homelands is 
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aided by tretoria’s policy of us- 
ing the homelands as “dumping 
rounds” for superflous blacks 
rom the urban areas, Prof 


Spence says. 

The “resettled” people, he 
adds, constitute a potential res- 
ervoir of recruits for insurgent 


movements, a reservoir which is 
conveniently situated close to 


South Africa's borders once a re- 
cruit is chosen to undergo mili- 
tary training in ~~ ring 
states sympathetic to “liber- 
ation” cause. 


Efficient 


Mr Richard Cornwell, of the 
Africa Institute, lists twu more 
advantages for insurgent attacks 
on homeland police stations: 

@ They undermine the legitima- 
cy of the homeland governments 
by forcing them to call in assis- 
tance from South Africa. 

@ The reaction of the generally 
tnore efficient and more exper- 
ienced South African forces is 
usually slowed down by the ne- 
cessity of liaising with the home- 
land security furces. 

Mr Michael Morris, director of 
the Terrorism Research Centre, 
notes that the attack on the 
Venda pulice station came at a 
time when police were heavily 
engaged in the hunt for the sus- 
pected killer of two contractor 
workers after at least three sus- 

‘ted cases of sabotage late 
ast week. 

Whether by accident or design, 
it was a classic illustration of 
drawing police forces to one 
area (the highveld) and then 
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striking in another (the 
bushveld). 

Referring to the recent warn- 
ing by Defence Minister Malan 
of the danger of insurgents open- 
ing a “second front,” Mr Morris 
characterises it as “careless,” as 
it gave insurgents an “ideal op- 
portunity” to gain maximum 
publicity for their attacks. 


Insurgents 


Mr Morris disagrees with 
those who see the recent attacks 
on homeland police stations as 
evidence of a nascent bid to initi- 
ate a Mao-style rural insurgen- 
cy, in which the outer, rural 
edges of South Africa are gradu- 
ally subverted along the lines de- 
ployed Zanla and Zipra insur- 
gents in the Rhodesian war. 

Mr Morris says the three 
homeland ice stations con- 
cerned are located in the home- 
land urban centres of Mdant- 
sane, Mabupane and Sibasa, thus 
falling, in his view, into the gen- 
eral pattern of attacks in urban 
areas. 

The attacks are the work of a 
ANC squad which specialises in 
attacking police Stations and 
“zaps them” whenever they can, 
he gays. 

But, he adds, by attacking 
homeland police stations the in- 
surgents are emphasising a po- 
litical point: they are giving yio- 
lent expression to their declared 
political opposition to the frag- 
mentation of South Africa and to 
the black “collaborators” who 
helped to dismember the

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NEW TRAINEES PRACTICE PARACHUTE DROPS

THEY sat in two neat rows, 
some testing their parachute 
packs while others folded 
their arms and stared ahead 
or prayed. 

The drone of the Dakota en- 
gines filled the fuselage, adding 
to the tension as 24 bronzed troo- 
pies awaited the moment of 
truth — in six minutes they 
would experience their initiation 
into the gruelling world of the 
paratrooper. 

The red light flickered off and 
as the green came on the men 


stirred. relief on their faces. The 


waiting was over. Action at last. 

“Stand up troops.” bellowed 
Sergeant Willie Bolton, the tough 
as teak parabat instructor and 
Free State rugby flank. 

Four aspiring paratroopers 
reacted as one and went through 
their drills A howling wind 
blasted through the rear door as 
the men stepped forward in 
unison. 


Marble blocks 


“One, two! One two! One two!” 
Their boots slammed down on 
the deck as they moved forward. 

Four months of training — 
bearing the weight of the dread- 
ed 30kg marble blocks — and 
fitness exercises which have 
toned them into hardened fight- 
ing men were about to be put to 
the test as they took their final 
leap into the blue 400m up. 

It was fear and tension for 84 
troops of No ] Parachute Battal- 
ion in Bloemfontein this week 
when they took their first jump 
from an aircraft on Wednesday 

Between then and next Friday 
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the July intake at the battalion 
will do seven jumps each. If they 
pass the test they receive their 
wings as qualified paratroopers 
on Friday. 

Captain David Moore, officer 
in command of the battalion, 
said a successful paratrooper 
“needs confidence in his ow) 
ability, his leaders and weapons 
and this is only achieved by thor- 
ough and hard training”. 

A “Mail” photographer and I 
had the opportunity last week to 
see what it takes to make a 
paratrooper. 


Credo 


The credo of the country's only 
parachute training unit — which 
celebrates its 2lst anniversary 
next April — is “Ex Alto Vinci- 
mus” (We Conquer from the Air) 
and an amazing track record of 
183 987 accident-free parachute 
jumps since the unit opened in 
1961 is some achievement. 

With company commander 
‘aptain Kobus Human as our 


guide. we were shown around. 

The unit boasts several 
Springboks and provincial 
spertsmen — Nico Nicolaison, a 
Springbok long distance runner. 
and Dougie Eager, a Springook 
swimmer, are two of the wellk- 
nown names at the unit. 

Captain Human said that of 
the selected 600 troops at every 
intake, only 40-50% would finally 
make it “because the training is 
So tough”. 

They have to pass six tests. 
consisting of a 3,2km run in a 
maximum time of 18 minutes; 
200m man-on-shoulders run in 75 
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seconds; 67 sit-ups in less than 
two minutes, climbing a 7m rope 
without aid. scaling a 4m wall 
with full kit; and a co-ordination 
test where men have to run a 
distance of 6m, touch the 

and run back — 40 times in 90 
seconds. 


_ National servicemen are al- 
lowed to fail two of these tests 
while the permanent force mem- 
bers may fail only one. 

“These men have to be unbe- 
lievably fit because they are 
used for special operations and 
are the elite of the Defence 
Force,” Captain Human said. 


Apparatus 


In a large hangar the troops 
receive a three-week parachute 
training course where they are 
taught the drill of how to land 
and fall. 

The “block and tackle” — an 
apparatus where a man is sus- 
pended above the ground — is 
the fear of all parachutists “but 
it is essential because if a man 
opens his feet when he lands, he 
will open them when he jumps 
from an aircraft.”

CLOSED SHOP UNIONS COULD STIR BLACK IRE

TIME was when many black 
workers feared the sack if they 
joined a trade union. Now many 
° . . 4 « . 
face a firing if they don’t join. 

The reason is the closed shop, a time- 
honoured custom whereby unions and 
employers agree that all workers in an 
industry must be union members. 

This practice hit the headlines recently when 26 
workers at the United Tobacco Company (UTC) 
lost their jobs after refusing to join Tucsa's Afri- 
can Tobacco Workers’ Union (ATWU). which nego- 
tiated a closed shop with emplovers. 

But it is also an issue in the metal, motor 
components, furniture euwd printing industries. 
where established unions have negotiated closed 
shops, forcing blacks to join their unions. 

It has already sparked a strike and there are 
fears it could =. others. 

To add to the controversy, lawyers say the 
established unions are negotiating closed shops 
which may violate labour law. 

Closed shops are not new and many industries 

have them. 

They are usually negotiated at 
industrial councils and compel 
members of unions on the coun- 
cil to work only for members of 
the party employer association 
and members of the association 
to only employ union members. 

In some industries, such as 
metal, the closed shop only af- 
fects some jobs and workers 
may belong to any of the unions 
on the council. 

But in other industries al! 
workers must belong to a specif- 
i¢ union. On the mines, workers 
in @ particular job must join a 
specific union.

Mr van Noordwyk confirms 
that some closed shops are ex- 
tended in this way and adds: “We 
cannot intervene until] after No- 
vember 1, when the new Act 
comes into force. Some closed 
shops might then not be renewed 
by us.” 

He says officials will look at 
new closed shops “on their 
merits”. 

But the problem doesn’t end 
there. Black unions have con- 
stantly accused their established 
counterparts of ‘organising 
management, not unions”. 

By this they mean that some 
established unions use their rela- 
eee Y with employers to aid 
their black organising efforts. 

This could simply mean allow- 
ing the union to address workers, 
while denying that right to other 
unions.

PRIME MINISTER SEES DIFFICULT TRANSITION NEXT YEAR

IT WAS necessary to 
temper optimism with 
a necessary degree of 
realism and to face the 
fact that the -South 
African economy 
would go through a 
difficult  ransitional 
phase next year, the 
Prime Minister, Mr P 
W Botha, said in his 
keynote address. 


Referring to the excellent 
co-operation between the 
private and public sectors, 
which resulted from the 
Cariton Congress two years 
ago, he told business lead- 
ers that this co-operation 
had undoubtedly contrib- 
uted to the exceptionally 
high rate of economic 
growth during the past two 
years. 

He believed that the con- 
ference, which he referred 


to as “the Good Hope Con- 
ference,” would also pro- 
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mote economic progress and 
prosperity even further. 

He warned, however, that 
there would first have to be 
consolidation and adjust- 
ment before the next up- 
ward phase of the business 
cycle could begin. 

“There is no denying that 
conditions and prosperts in 
the world economy have de- 
teriorated during the past 
few months. The major in- 
dustrial countries are at 
present experiencing sev- 
ere recessionary conditions. 
“In addition, there has been 
a marked drop in the gold 
price from the high levels of 
1980. These unfavourable 
external developments, 
which are obviously beyond 
our control, have already 
had an adverse effect on our 
exports and domestic econ- 
omy, and this process will 
probably continue into 1962. 


“It would therefore only 
be realistic to expect the 
real growth rate in 1962 to 
fall temporarily below the 
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exceptionally high rates oF 


1980 and 1981, and the defi- 


, cit on the current account of 


our balance of payments to 
continue for the time being. 


“We will not easily suc- 
ceed, either, in bringing 
down the rate of inflation to 
a satisfactory level in the 
coming months. 


“To handle the situation 
correctly we must be sure 
that we are not living above 
our incomes. This will mean, 
among other things, that 
both the public and private 
sectors will have to decide 
on their priorities very ju- 
diciously and that al] un- 
necessary State spending 
will have to be eliminated 
and that thorough control of 
the money supply wiil have 
to be maintained.

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BUSINESSMEN, ECONOMISTS SEE COOLING OF ECONOMY

South Africa's economic boom is over. There will be fewer jobs next year, smaller 
pay increases, and a falling economic growth rate, say top businessmen and econ-mists 
omists. 

Many believe, however, that a "cooling off" period will curb inflation, encourage 
economic consolidation, and benefit the nation--provided the slow-down does not last 


long. 


Last year the growth rate was a phenomenal 8 percent. This year it is likely to end 
up at about 4,2 percent. 


Next year, according to many economists, it may fall to iess than 2 percent. 

But according to widespread predictions, including those of Dr Gerhard de Kock, 
Governor of the Reserve Bank, the economy will pick up again in 1983 in line with 
expected world trends. 

Mr Tony Bloom, chairman of the Premier Group, said South Africa was caught in the 
classic squeeze between inflation and the need to provide jobs to counter unem- 
ployment. 

He said the lesser of the two evils was unemployment. 

Mr Bloom, speaking on the eve of next month's private enterprise summit with the 
Prime Minister, Mr P W Botha, criticised the Government for permitting the recent 
overheating of the economy. 


Argunents 


Mr Arthur Hammond-Tooke, Federated Chamber of Industries economist, said there were 
arguments that the slowdown would henefit the economy in the short term. 
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These were: 


The lull would give industry a chance to train skilled manpower as the shortage 
creates a ceiling to economic growth. 


As demanc for goods cools off, there would be less demand inflation. 


But to prevent the overall effects of rising black unemployment, Mr Hammond-Tooke 
suggested possible support for the economy through a moderate and weil-timed ex- 
pansionist policy including increased Goverment spending. 


Irresponsible 


However, Mr A Engelbrecht, chief economist of Volkskas, said it was irresponsible to 
stimulate the economy now. 


He said that before the problems of unemployment could be solved, the issues of in- 
flation and the adverse balance-of-payments had to be solved. 


Mr Engelbrecht said he doubted inflation would be solved by the economic down turn. 
The drop in the value of the rand would lead to higher import prices which would 
aggravate inflation, he said. 


He said the Government could not be blamed for the abnormally high growth rate last 
year as this was due to the high gold price. 


But Dr Johan Cloete, group economist of Barclays Bank, said the Government had failed 
to control the economy properly and had allowed a stop-go syndrome, 


He said a higher average growth-rate could be achieved by smoothing the cyclical 
fluctuations in the economy instead of having a high growth rate one year and little 
growth the next. 


Dr Skippie Scheepers, deputy chairman of the National Manpower Commission, said it 
was impossible for the Government to prevent fluctuations as trends such as the gold 


price and cverseas recessions affected South Africa. 


Dr Scheepers said that the shortage of trained manpower would be less urgent in next 
year's downturn, but he said there would still be a shortage. 


Ideally industrialists should use this opportunity to prepare themselves for a 
future boom by training manpower <nd using the Government's subsidies for in-house 
training. 


But he said he doubted industrialists would follow this course as they were busi- 
nessmen and tended to reduce training when they had less need of workers. 


He predicted that pay increases next year would be lower than over the past year. 


Dr Scheepers said employees would not fire black workers during the recession, but 
the unemployment problems could be aggravated when new workers entering the market 
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could find new jobs. At present there are about 500 000 unemployed blacks in the 
country, he said. 


Professor Geert de Wet, Randse Afrikaanse Universiteit economist, said the 
Econometric Study Group at RAU had predicted a growth rate of only one percent or 
even nil for next year. 


He said inflation could be reduced from 15 percent to 12 percent, but he regarded 
this as still too high, 


"We can only start crowing that we have beaten inflation when we have reduced it 
to five percent or even to nothing," he said. 


He said South Africa would have to restore its balance of payments by reducing im- 
ports and increasing exports before it could experience an economic upsurge in 
1983. 


He said next year's economic lull would be "pleasant" for businessmen who could taxe 
4t easy, but it would be good for the country as a whole. 


Mr Meyer Kahn, managing director of OK Bazaars, said the economic downturn would 
have a positive effect on reducing inflation and would result in less job mobility 


as jobs would be hard to find, while salaries would not go up at the rate of the 
past years.

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LOWER DOLLAR GOLD PRICK COULD BE DETRIMENTAL

A LOWER dollar gold price has a direct and detrimental effect on 
SA’s balance of payments, and if it fluctuates at levels lower than in

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OPPENHEIMER COMMENTS ON 'SON OF CARLTON'

(at the Carlton Conference) 
will go on.” 

Earlier, during the confer- 
ence itself, Mr Oppenheimer 
said the Carlton Conference 
held two years ago had 
opened new lines of consul- 
tation and co-operation be- 
tween the Government and 
the private sector. 

Since then, in his view, 
many businessmen had 
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been disappointed with the 
progress made subsequent- 


y. 

“It seems that the Govern- 
ment either will not accept 
or ts unable or unwilling to 
act upon the facts.” 

Mr Oppénheimer said it 
was only in the field of in- 
dustrial relations that ma- 
jor, solid progress had been 
made 


“We all know the three 
other main areas in which 
reform is still needed in or- 
der to set the private sector 
free to realise its potential 


for the country.” 

“The first is in regard to 
the mobility of labour. The 
second is in relation to 
Black education, with par- 
ticular reference to techni- 
cal education, and the third 
is in respect of housing. 

“Certainly there have 
been improvements in all 
these fields, but I think it 
will be common cause here 
that very much more is urg- 
ently needed to be done in 
each of these, both legisia- 
tively end administratively. 

“It is particularly frustrat- 
ing to businessmen when 
practical measures to im- 
prove the situation are re- 
jected for what appear to be 
ideological reasons, as for 
instance when Blacks are 
refused entry into half- 
empty technical colleges. 

“It would not be proper 
for me to d‘scuss the politi- 
cal implications of the large 
and rapidly growing indus- 
trialised Black population, 
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duet of Industry is directly 
i irectly 
— .” Mr Oppenheimer 
said. 

He would, therefore, con- 
fine hmsel! to pointing out 
that unless the Government 
in its wisdom was able to de- 
vise an acceptable political 
dispensation for urban 
Blacks, it was virtually cer- 
tain that their grow in- 
dustrial power would be 
used for political purposes 
with gravely disruptive ef- 
fects on the whole economy. 

Mr Oppenheimer said the 
private sector also felt it had 
reason for disappointment 
and had frankly to admit 
that the high hopes of two 
years ago had been followed 
by a general sense of disillu- 
sionment. 

He ascribed this to the 
possibility that the private 
sector had entertained 
exaggerated expectations of 
what the Government could 
do, or to mistaken ideas 
about what the Government 
wanted to do. 

“Perhaps the Government 
did not fully take into ac- 
count how privete business 
operates and how it ‘s moti- 
vated. 

“In any case, I believe that 
if the Government's great 
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initiative is to succeed we 
must talk in much plainer 
and more precise terms than 
we did two years ago.” 

Mr Oppenheimer _ said 
there had been “no reac- 
tion” from the main table re- 
garding the Prime Minis- 
ter’s opening speech 
yesterday morning. 

“There is nobody who 
didn’t ask for an end to dis- 
crimination,” Mr Oppen- 
heimer said, describing re- 
action to the Prime 
Minister’s keynote speech. 
The general feeling was that 
discrimination was not be- 
ing removed fast enough. 

He was also disappointed 
about the size of the confer- 
ence because as he put it, it

The capital cost of a ferroch- 
rome plant would be about R100- 
million, and Wesplat's a

SECRETS CHARGE--A member of the health services in the South African Defence Force 
was yesterday found guilty in the Johannesburg Regional Court on four charges under 
the Official Secrets Act. Gerhardus van der Weff, 20, of Argyle Court, Smit Street, 
Joubert Park, was sentenced to two years’ jail and 40 months suspended for five 
years, plus a fine of R400 or 100 days" jail. Proceedings were held in camera when 
evidence and judgment were given on Thursday. Magistrate Mr L V de Kock said that 
Van der Weff was convicted on serious charges. He said Van der Weff committed the 
offences partly due to the influence of his friend Mr Benjamin Greyling, who had 
contact with a banned organisation in Swaziland. He said evidence showed that 
documents involved in the trial were of a sensitive nature and could have resulted 
in a serious loss to the Republic. According to the charge the offences were al- 
leged to have been committed last year (no date given) at the Military Theological 
Institute of the South African Defence Force at Verwoerdburg. Van der Weff had 
pleaded guilty to all charges. He told the court that he wished to start a new 
life if given a suspended sentence.

ROCKET ATTACK--A house manned by Defence Force personnel was attacked and destroyed 
early on Sunday in a grenade and rocket attack near the Swaziland border. The at- 
tack, in which no one was injured, came shortly after midnight on Saturday. The 
incident was confirmed yesterday by a spokesman for the South African Defence Force. 
Two members of the Defence Force were inside the house at Jeppes Reef when the at- 
tack occurred. They managed to escape. The attack was a hit and run affair with 
grenades. Rockets and small arms fire was used. The building was completely de- 
stroyed. The Defence Force spokesman said the small arms fire attack was launched 
from a distance. Several explosions accompanied the rifle fire and the attackers 
are belie -d to have fled across the border shortly afterwards. Police headquarters 
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in Pretoria confirmed that investigations had been launched after the attack but 

it is believed policy have little hope of apprehending the attackers. No-one has 
yet claimed responsibility for the attack but it is believed the African National 
Congress was behind it. Jeppes Reef is situated only a few kilometres from the 
Swaziland border and about 100kms from Nelspruit in the heart of the lowveld. 
Police said the house was within walking distance of the border and was used as ac- 
commodation space for the Defence Force.
